Under the most-favored 
nation! clause, Germany, he added, was 
helpless, and he hoped that at the expira- 
tion of the present treaty, Germany would 
return to the autonomous tariff. It was 
a regretable fact, he added, that the 
United States, in contravention , of a 
clearly-defined treaty, dared to tax Ger- 
many’s sugar. It would not have oc- 
curred, the speaker declared, under Prince 
Bismarck's regime. 

Referring to the prohibition against the 
landing of American cattle and fresh 
meat, Count von Limburg-Stirum said that 
these measures could not be regarded as 
effective reprisals. e debate on the 
interpellation of Herrs he and Frie- 
berg, asking the government to amend 
the law for the taxation of sugar in order 
to remove the injuries produced in the 
sugar industry of Germany by the imposts 
placed upon Germany's sugar by foreign 
countries, was then dropped.

LUBIN’S P PLAN. 


How He Would Reliex Relieve the Farmer— 
Action and Reaction. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The Com- 
mittee on Agriculture today gave a 
hearing to David Lubin of Sacrameuto 
in connection with the investiMition 
now being made by that committer of 
the causes of the present depressed 
condition of agriculture. Lubin is a 
prominent member of the California 
Grange. He presented a novel and in- 
teresting plan for the relief of the 
farmer, ba upon the theory that the 
agriculturist whose products were sold 
in the free-trade markets of the world 
should be compensated for the increase 
in the price of what he buys, which is 
sold in a protected market, by the levy 
of an export bounty on staple agri- 
cultural products like wheat, corn, cot- 
ton, ete. 
He exphkained his plan. which he 
said would stimulate agriculture, by 
increasing the price of exported farm 
products, and, by reaction, the price of 
such products sold in this country. 
Last year about 8800,000, 000 of agri- 
cultural: produce ts were exported. This 
was about cne-third of the total prod- 
ucts. If an export bounty of, say 10 
per cent. had been levied for the bene- 
fit of the farmer, the latter wonld have 
received $80,000,000 for his products 
exported, and the effect of this bounty 
on the home price would, in his opin- 
ion, have increased the value of the 
product sold in this country $160,000,- 
000. In his argument Lubin pre- 
sented arguments against as well as 
for his plan. He will be given a fur- 
ther hearing after the holidays.

AT THE DBAD MAN’S’ HOME. 

KEW ORLBANS, Dec. 15.—On the gate- 
post of a modest little cottage on Thalia 
street hangs a streamer of crepe, an- 
nouncing to the passers-by that some one 
had been called by the angel of death. 
Beyond the portal, in a prettily-furnished 
parlor, fies all that is mortal of Andy 
Bowen, the best light-weight the South 
has ever produced, and one of the pluck- 
est fighters who ever entered a ring. 
The cottage is removed from the street 
by a pretty flower garden in front, and 
he interior is quietly, but neatly fur- 
hished. The dead pugilist had been mar- 
ed for several years, and, despite his 
alling, was domestic in his life and 
habits, and had surrounded himself with 
li the comforts of life. 

His wife was waiting for him to return 
rom the fight, 2 that he would 
ome to her victor , and some idea may 
me formed of the hock to her nerves 
ben he was borne into the house all 
but dead. But she bore up bravely under 
he strain, and, with the devotion that 
had always marked her conduct toward 
him, she helped the physiciatis and the 
riends, who came from all sides, to make 
he sorely-wounded pugilist as comfortable 
s possible under the tragic circumstances. 
rhe physicians who had been called into 
Bowen’s room a“ the. club, accompanied 
him home, and, reinforced by the family 
Dhysician, remained with him tifl the end. 
The Coroner’s jury declares that the 
ause of death was due to concussion of 
the brain, but failed to determine whether 
it was produced by Lavigne’s blow, or by 
Bowen's head striking the floor of the ring.

A GREAT SCHEME. 


MAJ. M’NEILL’S NORTHWEST- 
DAN SYSTEM. 


Union Pacific Officials Say He is 
Trying to Lop off One of Their 
Branch Lines—Other 
News.

CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—The Herald says 
that a sensational railroad combine is 
concealed behind the.attempt of the 
branch lines of the Union Pacific to secure 
separate receiverships. Should the at- 
tempt be successful, and separate receivers 
be appointed for the Short Line 
and Utah Northern, an 
tem will be established. 

The plan is to combine the Oregon ‘Short. 
Line and Utah Northern with the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation Company, an in- 
dependent system, and secure a California 
outlet by extending the branch now end- 
ing at Frisco, Utah. This would require 
the building of about 400 miles of new 
track if the branch was extended to San | 
Francisco. 

ANOTHER SIDE TO THE STORY. 

OMAHA, Dec. 15.—The sensational 
story published in Chicago this morn- 
ing relative to a combination being 
concealed behind the attempt of the 
branch lines.of the Union Pacific to 
secure separate receiverships, this is 
the phase of the matter as secured at 
Union Pacific headquarters to day and 
turns out to be mere idle-rumor and 
not at all authentic. 

For some time past it has been the 
ambition of Receiver McNeill of the 
Oregon Railway and Navigation Com- 
pany to bring about a separate re- 
ceivership for the Oregon Short Line 
and Utah Northern, the road being at 
present operated by Receivers. Clark. 
Mink, Anderson, e and Coudert 
of the Union. Pacific, — directions 
of the Circuit Court, although the ac- 
counts are kept 8 te from the 
other portions of the Union Pacific sys- 
tem. McNeil, it is understood, has 
long been desirous of combining the 
Oregon Short Line and Utah Northern 
with the Oregon Railway and Naviga- 
tion Company, thereby making the two 
roads an independent system. 

But the scheme was not to end here. 
A California. outlet was to be secured 
by extending the branch, now ter- 
minating at San Francisco, for a dis 
tance of 400 miles, thus giving the, 
campany a through line from Hunting- 
ton to the coast via. Portland. For 
months this has been a waking and 
sleeping dream of Maj. McNeill, but 
when he broached the subject of an 
independent line to Boissevain, who 
has large interests in both properties, 
it is understood that gentleman told 
the Navigation Company’s receiver 
that he was entirely satisfied to have 
the management in the control of the 
present receivers. 

This, however, has not deterred Me- 
Neill from going ahead with his prop- 
osition to secure the appointment of 
new receivers for the Oregon Short 
Line and Utah Northern, which is the 
key to the Northwest situation—re- 
ceivers who would be inimical to the 
interests of the Union Pacific Com- 
pany, and who would assist in the dis- 
integration of the overland property. 

While the officials at headquarters 
would not talk in detail about the 
story from Chicago, they intimated 
that for several months past they had 
intimation that ‘such a scheme was 
talked about, but placed no credence 
in the rnmor. Judge Thurston, who 
returned from Chicago this morning, 
said, in reply to a question, that the 
scheme of reorganization cmanated 
from interests hostile to the Union Pa- 
cific. He had heard the matter talked 
of for some time, but thought that 
thera was absolutely nothing in the 
story. He placed little credence’ in 
the assertion that any such combina- 
ticn was likely to effect a change in 
view of the fact that the stockholders 
of the property seemed satisfied with 
the management of the property. 

THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC CUT. 

A notice was posted in the Southern 
Pacific roundhouse in this city yester- 
day stating that the wages of en- 
gineers and firemen on the various 
western divisions of the Southern Pa- 
cific system had been. with a few ex- 
ceptions, reduced, the reduction to 
take effect immediately. The salaries 
in the new schedule are 20 per cent. 
less then those tn the old one. 

A BILL BY MR. CAMINETTI. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Represen- 
tative Caminetti has introduced a bill 
providing for the amendment of the 
Pacific Railroad laws to the effect that 
upon a failure of either of the com- 
panies which received aid in the con- 
struction from the government to pay 
the debt due the United States, the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall take 
immediate possession of the road and 
make arrangements with the holders 
n prior liens for an extenction of 
their bonds for a period of twenty-five 
years, After this the government is to 
assume the management of the road 
and conduct its business. : 

The bill contains a specific declaru- 
tion that fit is not the object of the 
United States to enter into the rail- 
road transportation ‘business. and 
means is provided for gradually with- 
drawing the train service from the 
public use. The bill also requires the 
President to collect any funds of a 
of these roads from any individual + 
corporatio®’ who may or who may not 
have diverted them contrary to law 
with the view of e r their re- 
covery.

United Labor is Somewhat 


Disunited. 


Plank Ten is a Bone of Contention in 
the Denver Labor Con- 
vention. 


Delegates Who Had Cut Their Wis- 
dom Teeth and Would not Bite 
at the Socialist Plum 
Platform Rejected. 


— 


DENVER, Dec. 15.—A discussion on 
Plank 10 in the political platform, the 
Socialistic plank, was resumed in the con- 
vention of the American Federation of 
Labor this forenoon. Delegate Lioyd of 
Boston moved to re-refer the plank to a 
subordinate union. 

Patrick McBride, secretary of the Mine- 
workers, said that he was willing to take 
such action. He was instructed to vote 
for the plank, but he hoped that if it was 
voted upon, it would be defeated, ‘‘be- 
cause, he said, our side can accept the 
defeat’ good-naturedly and, from the dis- 
plays in the conventién, I doubt if the 
other side can.’’ 

Treasurer Lemmon supported Lioyd’s 
motion on the ground that the vote of 
many unions on the platform was not a 
representative one. 

P. J. McGuire made a strong argument 
against re-referring. He said the question 
had made trouble enough in the unions. 
He was once a Socialist, but had become 
convinced of the folly of the idea. 

Morgan said that McGuire had reflected 
upon himself. He sald he got his first 
lesson in Socialism from McGuire when 
he was organizer for the Socialistic Labor 
Party. He was in rags, said Morgan: 
“I was ashamed of his personal appear- 
ance.“ Amid cries of “Shame, de was 
called to order by the chairman, who ruled 
that he had forfeited the floor. Morgan 
appealed from the decision. The chair 
was sustained. 

Delegate Pomeroy made a vigorous ad- 
dress against Socialism. He said that 
the great need of this day was the aboli- 
tion of that. un-American.,erganization, the 
A. P. A. He strongly advoeated the single- 
tax theory. 

Delegate Daley of the Lasters’ Union 
announced that, although he was in- 
structed by his union to yote for the 
“political programme” entirely, the aboli- 
tion of the preamble he considered re- 
leased him from the obligation and he 
would vote against Plank 10. 

Delegate Patrick McBride asked the 
question: “Considering that national dele- 
gations have individual autonomy, can this 
convention obligate them to a platform 
against the wishes of their members?“ 

The chair esked time to consider the 
question. 

W. D. Mahon of the Street-railway Em- 
ployees stated that, although he had been 


vote against it. He was a Socialist, but 
had no desire to cram his ideas down any- 
body’s throat and he objected to having 
his union torn up for the next two years 
by a useless discussion. 

Lee M. Hart of the Stage Employees 
4 Alliance announced that, if Plank No. 
10. was adopted his union would withdraw 
from ‘the federation. 

The president. in answer to McBride's 
question; said that “resollifions passed by 
the though Presumed to be 
observed by the ‘integral. unions, could 
not be made. obligatory.. 

Lloyd. who introduced the motion te 
re-refer, reviewed trades unionism in En- 
gland. He said: “When American work- 
ingmen have secured the nnity*that ex- 
ists in England they may begin to talk 
of a co-operative commonpealth.” He re- 
ferred in detail to the co-operative insti- 
tutions of England. He said that the in- 
troduction of Plank 10 into the plat- 
form of the trades unions would. drive 
away much of their support. 

Cohen of Denver spoke in favor of the 
free land amendment which he said was 
the doctrine of philosophic anarchy. At 
12:45 o'clock the convention adjourned for 
recess. ‘ 

When the afternoon session’ opened the 
charges preferrid against President Gom- 
pers by the German Waiters’ Union No. 1 
and the Bartenders’ Union No. 52 of New 
York, regarding the use of a non-union 
hall in New York for a dinner to Jcha 
Burns and Holmes on December 7 last 
were read. 

After hearing the evidence in the case 
the convention, without one dissenting 
voice, sustained President Compers. In 
his own defense he reviewed the arrange- 
mefits for the dinner to John Burns and 
David Holmes on December_7, in which 
Clarendon Hall was used. He said that, 
4+ upon investigation, he found there was 
not a hall in New York that could be se- 
cured that employed union men. 

“The whole reason,“ said Gompers, 
“that these waiters in “Clarendon Hall 
are called seceders is because they re- 
fused to join that corrupt organization 
known as the Knights of Labor.“ 

The previous question was called up, on 
the motion to refer the plank relating 
to the collective ownership of all means 
of production and distribution, by the peo- 
ple to the affiliated organizations to be 
again voted upon, and it was lost. 

The proposition of the government to 
establish a savings bank, in connection 
with the Postoffice Department, was re- 
jected by a large majority, and the ques- 
tion then recurred on the substitute for 
Plank No. 4, providing for the abolition 
of the land-monopoly ownership, and sub- 
stituting occupancy and improvement as 
the only guarantee of title, and it was 
adopted. A plank was adopted, favoring 
the repeal of the seamen conspiracy laws. 

Delegate Morgan offered an additional 
plank, providing for the private and cor- 
porate ownership of all means of proeduc- 
tion and distribution, which was laid on 
the table. A plank was adopted favoring 
the issuance of all money direct to the 
people by the government. 

The question of adopting the resolutions 
and indorsing the entire political plat- 
form’ was defeated. The result was 
considered an overwhelming defeat to the 
socialistic element. 

John Burns was introduced, and, in a 
brief speech, bade the delegates of the 
convention a formal good-by. He gave 
the federation a word of advice, and 
urged the elimination of all men who 
were not members in actual trades, and 
duly-accredited delegates. He-stated that 
he intended to put into book form his 
impressions of the labor movement in 
America. He comtinued: 

“The responsibility of the labor leaders 
in the future is greater than ever con- 
fronted the labor leaders in the Old 
World. The darkest night, remember, al-, 
ways precedes the brightest dawn. One | 
result of this convention must be to ap- 
proach the nomination of men with a little 
more tact than has been exhibited in the 

st. 

. Eva C. Higgins, of the Woman's 
National Christian Temperance Union, ex- 
tended the greeting of the national con- 
vention of the union to the delegates of 
the American Federation of Labor. She 
appealed for some expression against the 
liquor traffic. 

A resolution introduced and amended 
that the headquarters of the American 
Federation of Labor be removed from New 
York was adopted. The following places 
were nominated as candidates for head- 
quarters: Washington, Detroit, Indian- 
apolis, Brooklyn and Louisville. Before 
the vote was taken, the convention ad- 
journed until Monday morning. Wash- 
ington and Indianapolis are the leading 
contestants.

(New York Commercial Adverti IL 
haired negroés are scarce enough, but an 
equally curious freak of nature is seen 
in the Griegos Indians near the City of 
Mexico. They are light complexioned and 
the majdérity have blue eyes and light 
hair. They dress principally in two shades 
of blue and their clothing is good and well 
made and generally ornamented with the 
bead and silk embroidery of which the 
Indians are so fond. Their houses are 
better built and furnished than is usual 
among Indians, and many have pianos 
and other musical instruments, upon which 
they play with considerable skill. These 
Griegos have no commercial or social con- 
nections with other tribes, holding aloof 
from even those who live at the se of 
the mountain on which their village is 
situated. They ra their own food, do 
their own manufacturing, have their own 
schools, churches and social institutions, 
and seldom or never, marry outside their 
own tribe. There is said to be another 
—— of fair-haired Indians, who have the 

‘appearance of Germans, living in the 
Sierra Madre Mountains in the State of 
Durango. 


One Item of Expense. 


(American Economist:) The addition of 
$100,000,000 to the national debt within ten 
months is a fair sample of a free-trade 
“object lesson.“ It is “a condition“ that 
confronts the people, not a theory.“ This 
addition of debt during ten months of a 
free-trade administration is at the rate 
of $10,000,000 a month. It has cost the 
people $333,333 during each and every one 
of the three days in these ten months to 
pay for the privilege of threatening pro- 
tection. It has cost $13,900 every hour 
of the ten months; it has cost over $230 
every minute; it has, cost the country al- 
most $4 during every second of the ten 
months. This is only the cost to the 
people, as represented by the actual in- 
crease in the national debt in the sum 
of almost $4 during every second of the 
ten months; over $230 during every min- 
ute, $13,900 every hour, and $332,333 every 
day of that time. The cost of a course of 
lectures delivered by a Buffalo lawyer and 
a West Virginia college professor is ver- 
tainly considerably more than it is worth, 
and very much more than the present 
generation of people will ever pay ‘gain.

LETTER XIII. 

CAMP ON RIO YAQUI (Mexico,) Dec. 
46, 1894.—(Special Correspondence.) Torin 
~oasts of 500 inMabitants exclusive of 
Mexican soldiers stationed there. It is 
located. on the west bank of: the. Rio 
Yaqui, about thirty miles above its mouth. 
The houses are built of rough mesquite 
posts set in the ground, supporting a roof 
of bamboo poles upon which are laid wil- 
low brush covered with adobe clay. The 
walls are of bamboo cane polés placed 
close together in upright position. Occa- 
si nder willow takes lace of 


Sonora, 


bamboo, and) in instances the walls are 
plastered with adobe clay both inside and 
out. to keep the wind away, but the 
plastered houses belong to the better 
class’ of citizens. In ihstances we find 
walls eighteen inches in thickness, built 
of adobe brick, indicating the residence 
of a retired ranchero, or.of a successful 
merchant. 

They never build a second story to their 
houses. Only the wealthy have brick 
‘floors. The ground is the floor. To pre- 
vent the dust from arising it is occasion- 
ally flooded with a few pails of water, 
which the soil absorbs, leaving the sur- 
face hard and smooth. Such as can 
afford the luxury sleep on canvas cots, 
but the rule is to spread their blankets 
upon the ground. In rare cases bed- 
steads, chairs and tables are among the 
household effects of the Mexican, and 
wealth is suggested. Instead of chairs 
stools are constructed by lashing the ends 
of sticks to hoops with thongs and 
stretching raw hide over the top for a 
seat. Were the other end covered in like 

manner it would look like a drum. 

Very few families have cooking stoves. 
Walls ‘of adobe two feet in length are 
bullt about five inches high and twelve 

Inches apart, between which the fire is 
built and over which the cooking is done, 
the smoke suffered to pass through the 
crevices in the walls of the house. Mos- 
quitos keep at a distance while cooking 
is going on. Beans and tortillas are 
cooked. * Tortillas are pancakes made of 
corn or wheat ground upon the metate 
‘stone. The tortiha when done is thin. 
Soda and baking powder are not in use. 
Drinking water is kept in an alla (o-ya,) a

In nearly every house on the principal 
streets. of a town are exposed things for 
sale, The counter and shelves behind it 


| are of hewn willow tree of rough boards, 


on which are displayed in confusion, dry 
goods and hardware, canned fruits, gro- 
ceries, ‘‘mescal,’’ wine and beer and ready- 
made clothing. While in town, wishing to 
purchase a pair of pantaloons, it was as- 
certained that the stock in Torin did not 
contain a pair that were not too small for 
my American waist. While repassing a 
store in which some t{me had been spent 
in looking over the stock, a black-eyed 
senora, with a pretty mouth, called me 
and held aloft a pair of blue overalls, and 
exclaimed: ‘“‘Muy grande, Senor!” They, 
too were too small. . 
is she denied, and bade me try them 
on, declaring she knew they would fit. I 
saw no private apartment, no curtain to 
drawn down or up, but a single partition 
in the house and occupants plainly visible 
through that partition. Just then two 
other women entered the store. How can 
such a thing be done, I inquired. “If you 
wanted them, you surely would try them 
on,“ she said, pouting just the least. Then 
in came a tall, angular, swarthy man; the 
skin of his face had been drawn tiahtly 
over the bones and smoked and dried so 
hard that, should he smile, one would ex- 
pect to see it crack and break. On the in- 
stant, taking in the situation, he thrust 
out his tongue and grinned and swayed his 
body right and left. Although he did not 
speak all now well understood the case—a 
modest man was here present in town. 
The black-eyed beauty who held the pants 
for sale also showed her teeth, which were 
white and even, pushed me toward a cof- 
ner of the room, caught up a bamboo mat- 
ting and fenced me in and threw the pants 
over in my pen upon my head, and there 
was great applause. The pants were a trifle 
small. I bought them and escaped. 
Meeting my friend, Torris, captain of the 
Engineer Corps, I made inquiry as to the 
character of the people from wliom I made 


purchase. : 

“Very nice, indeed,“ he said. “The 
senora did not think it at all improper for 
vou to make the change in ber presence. 
Accustomed, as they are, to dress in pub- 
lic, for lack of separate apartments, the 
idea that any one should be ashamed to 
do so is too funny for them to attempt 


‘the suppression of their mirth. This is 


the wildest part of Mexico. When you 
get near the City of Mexico you will note 
a great change in the manners and cus- 
toms of the people.“ 

My next shopping experience was boldly 
undertaken. Desiring to purchase a pair 
of. shoes, I visited the largest store in 
town. The réason for this will appear 
further on. fenor Troncoso, the genial 
proprietor, advanced, with extended hand, 
and asked in what way he could serve 
me. He can speak a little English. The 
shoes in sight were mostly on the tooth- 
pick order. The proprietor pulled from 
under the counter a large box bearing 
the name of a New England shoe manu- 
facturer, and emptied its contents upon 
the counter, saying: Look them over; I 
think you will find a pair that will suit

THE VERIEST FAKE. 
— 
THAT JAIL-BREAKING STORY A 

FABRICATION. 
Under the Conditions Existing at the 
County Jail it Could not be 
Founded upon Even 4 
Probability. 


„A wild and sensational story with 
„bare“ bea appearel in the morn- 
ing contemporary yesterday regarding 
an alleged plan to break jail coneocted 
by “Hid” Thompson and Alva Johnson 
of Roscoe train-robbery fame. 

‘The story was a “fake” of the veriest 
sort, no foundation Whatever existing 
for such a suspicion. — 

To the extent of three-quarters’ of a 
column t morning journal went on to 
detail that a plan bad been agreed upon 
by Thompson and other prisoners to gain 
their release. It is to be su from 
the accounts which appeared in the said 
paper, that the jailers up at the county 
stronghold were to quietly lie down and 
sleep, aiter turning over the keys to the 
inmates. and allow the men to walk out, 
or that the bad men would quietly gnaw 
their way thiough the steel bars and 
brick walls without so much as meeting 
with the puniest sort of opposition. The 
startling tale set forth that Thompson 
and Johnson were allowed the freedom of 
the corridor of the jail and that, while 
reveling in this freedom“ the plan of 
cutting loose from the strong arm of 


get forth in startling terms that Craig, 
the triple-murderer, had sent word at 
a decisive moment to the Sheriff that he 
was not concerned in the proposed plan 
to break jail. 

As a. visionary tale of the hypo-varie- 
gated order, the close shave” story of 
attempted jail-breaking is of a very 
high order. 

To a Times reporter yesterday after- 
noon, Jailer Moore said: There is ab- 
solutely nothing in the story that ap- 
peared yesterday about the plan of John- 
son and Thompson to break jail. It is 
a most ridiculous fabrication. At no time 
has either Thompson or Johnson been 
allowed outside of the tanks, except when 
visitors call to see them, and then they 
are closely watched. Craig, as you see, 
is many feet away from the other prison- 
oners and has no means of comunicating 
with them. We keep a close watch upon 
all their movements and as yet have not 
been led to believe that any plan has been 
thought of or discussed by the men in- 
side by which they might hope to get 
out.“ 

The jailer told the truth. Craig had 
been confined by himself in a cell near the 
main entrance of the jail, while Thompson 
had seldom been allowed to remain in the 
corridor for a greater length of time than 
fifteen minutes. Johnson had frequently 
been permitted to sit with his wife out- 
side the tanks, but within the middle 
corridor, for some time, but he is in- 
variably placed in the inner inclosure as 
soon as the interviews are concluded. In 
fact, never before has such a close and 
careful watch been kept upon the prison- 
ers at the County Jail as there is today. 

Johnson and Thompson do not speak to 
each other when they meet, and they 
have devised no plan looking toward their 
ultimate escape from confinement.

currence. There is nothing in the facts 


| of the Hildreth robbery thus far ascer- 


tained that show the proprietor was a par- 
ticipant in the crime and I do not think 
that he got a cent of the money of the 
victim other than that paid for drinks, 
nor do I think that the said Rivercomb 
knew that the man Hildreth was to be 
robbed when he went with the others 
to the room, nor that he would directly 
aid such an act. His saloon is, bowever, 
very far from what it should be, and he 
is certainly to blame for permitting such 
notorious characters to hang around his 
place. 

“When pressed in the matter Rivercomb 
finally gave the names of the parties who 
were with Hildreth in the room and who 
got his money, claiming that he had 
learned the names of the parties since he 
was first asked about the matter by At- 
torney House, and that he did not know 
the names of the parties when first asked, 
but I think that this is very doubtful. As 
soon as we learned the identity of the 
parties, warrants were secured for them, 
but the detective to whom they were given 
is not able to find them yet, and thinks 
that they were told in time to enable 
them to get out of the city. 

Ri verco claims in defense of himself 

that he did not know the notorious char- 
acter of the parties whom he permitted 
to frequent his saloon, as he has been 
in the place and the city but a short” 
time (he has been proprietor of the sa- 
loon since October 10 last,) and further 
claims that if his license is not revoked 
he will in the future keep disreputable 
people away from his place, and that he 
will promise that there will never be an- 
other opportunity to complain of his place 
because of thefts or other violations of 
the law committed therein. 
The city of Los Angeles would not 
suffer any loss if the Senate saloon should 
be closed up, but it is possible that the 
lesson given the proprietor in this case 
would be the cause of*improving the 
character of the saloon, if the proprietor 
is given further license to run his 
place. 

After a brief discussion of the matter 
it was decided to have a hearing on the 
charges next Tuesday afternoon. 

The protest of R. B. Russell and others 
against the having of a saloon at Fifth 
and Los Angeles streets was laid over 
till Tuesday afternoon. 

Sergt. Jeffries and Officer Robbins were 
present, to be heard in regard to the 
reports presented by the latter in refer- 
ence to certain saloons being open when 
required by ordinance not to have the sale 
of liquor conducted within them. In the 
case of Cosgrove & Watson, on North 
Los Angeles street, it being reported that 
liquor had been sold there, in violation 
of the ordinance, hearing was set for 
Tuesday afternoon. 

The reports for nearly all the places 
were, as has been heretofore stated, to 
the effect that men were seen going in 
and out, and, in some cases, the clink 
of glasses or the sound of loud conversa- 
tion were in evidence. 

Commissioner Bosbyshell was inclined 
to blame the officer for not attempting 
to enter the saloons where he heard such 
noises and saw men coming in and going 
out. 

The other members expressed a differ 
ent opinion, and also incidentally remarked 
they ‘were suspicious that Mr. Bosbyshell 
did not know much about saloons. 

The meeting was adjourned in the midst 
of the warm argument which ensued. 


Public Works. 


RECOMMENDATIONS MADE BY THE 
BOARD. 


The following recommendations have 
been prepared by the Board of Public 
Works, for presentation to the City Coun- 
cll: 

„In the matter of the communication 
in reference to claims against T. A. 
Grant. contractor on Second street, Boyle 
Heights. we recommend that the Street 
Superintendent be directed to hold the 
assessment warrant until said claims are 
paid. 

We recommend that the petition from 
Col. Weaver and others, asking that a‘ 
six-foot cement sidewalk be constructed 
along the. south side of Eighth street 
from San Pedro street to Maple avenue 
be granted and the City Engineer be 
instructed to prepare and present the 
necessary ordinance of intention. 

We recommend that the protest from 
F. Botiller against the sidewalking of 
Eighth street, between San Pedro street 
and Maple avenue, be filed. ‘ 

We recommend that the petition from 
William J. Buckingham, asking that Den- 
ver avenue, from the south line of Ninth 


street to the north line of Tenth street, 


be graded, graveled, curbed with cement 
curb. and sidewalked with cement four 
feet wide under the bond provisions of 
the Vrooman act, be granted, and the 
City Engineer instructed to present the 
necessary estimate of cost, and if the 
same exceeds the sum of $1 per front 
foot. then to present the necessary ordi- 
nance of intention. : 

We recommend that the petition from 
M. E. relkeld and others, asking that 
State street, between First street and 
Bridge street be graded, graveled, 
guttered. and curbed with a redwood 
curb, under the bond -provisions of the 
Vrooman act, be referred to the City En- 
gineer for estimate of cost of said im- 
provement under specification 6, and, 
if the same exceeds the sum of $1 per 
front foot, then to present the necessary 
ordinance of intention therefor. 

“In the matter of proposals for furnish- 
ing the city with flagstones for street 
crossings, we recommend that the pro- 
posal of Conrad Scheerer to furnish said 
flagstones, wherever they are used and 
in such number of lineal feet as needed 
on any one crossing, for the sum of 37% 
cents per lineal foot, be accepted, and 
the City Attorney instructed to prepare 
— the necessary contract and 

nd. 

We recommend that the petition from 
C. E. Day et al., in reference to a culvert 
at the intersection of the Arroyo de Los 
Posas, with Aliso street, be referred to 
the City Engineer, to report as to the 
most feasible manner of remedying the 
difficulties complained of. 

Woe recommend that the petitions from 
Lewis Streuber and others, and from the 
Board of Supervisors, be referred to the 
City Engineer. 

We recommend that the petitions 
from Bonita Sesma, Mrs. E. Hunter and 
others, S. F. Foshay, J. Fiscus and 
others, Julia Baker, D. F. Donegan, the

The Courts. 
HENRY PATTERSON APPEARS FOR A 
SECOND TRIAL. 

The second trial of the case against 
Henry Patterson, the A.R.U. engineer, 
accused of having shot at Engineer J. C.

Claiborne Vaughn. 

Very little evidence was introduced on 
the part of the prosecution, owing to the 
lateness of the hour in starting, and the 
time spent in interrogating County. Sur- 
veyor Street as to his plat of the scene

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DEVELOPMENTS IN 
BLECTRICAL RAILROADING. 


for Election Returns—

“When the elevated. railroads in New 
York came into existence, it was believed 
that the revenues gf the horse-car lines 
would ‘suffer. For a time they dig, and 
then: slowly recovered as the population 
betbame denser. A similar experience was 


“had in Brooklyn. But the last few. years 


have a most extraordinary revolu- 
tion. The horse-car lines in Brooklyn 
adopted the trolley system, and dréw away 
travel to such an extent that the elevated 
roads were barely able to pay taxes. In 
New Tork the cable was introduced, and 
for the first time in its history the ele- 
vated road has lost heavily, and will not 
be able to maintain dividends if an im- 
provement does not take place. Just what 
will be done in either city is not yet 
known, but it is evident that steam is hav- 
ing a hard battle to maintain its foot- 
hold. Strangely enough, this significant 
state of affairs coincides with the abandon- 
ment on several steam railways of short 
service trains that have been trying to 
compete with trolley lines, and it is said 
by those who know that this process is 
eating like a deep canker into the best 
earnings of roads enjoying hitherto a large 
local patronage. trolley has shown 
itself cheaper and more flexible. The 
average of fare on steam roads is two 
and a quartef cents per mile; for the same 
money. most trolley roads will carry a pas- 
senger nearly five times as far in about 
the tame time and put him down at his 
exact destination. Some steam railway 
managers ‘talk of fighting; others, more 
farsighted,.are already clearing the way 
for newer conditions, and it may safely 
be predicted that our railroad methods, 


under this pressure, will be remarkably 


changed during the next five years. One 
of the electrical journals has recently ex- 

the opinion that steam railroad 
organizétion cannot endure its present 
heavy. rate of capitalization, and that the

PORTABLE ELECTRIC PUMP. 
Dana Greene, in addressing the Institute 
of: Naval Architects and Engineers re- 
cently, said that, had electric motors been 


in use on board the great English man-of- 
war Victoria, to close her water-tight 


doors, she would have been saved when 
ra by her sister ship. It K a 
trained crew three minutes, under normal 


conditions, to close them; with motors less 
than sixty seconds would have sufficed. 
Mr. Greene also stated that on the other 
big Britisher, Benbow, the hydraulic ma- 
ciiinery had been disabled by frost—an un- 
suspected point of danger—and that elec- 
tric motors were recommended. On board 
the United States men-of-war the new de- 
parture is already being taken, and motors 
are advantageously used for drills, pumps, 


‘ ventilation, operating machine shop, deck 


‘hoists, shot whips, etc., and they aré com- 
ipg into use for operating the valve of the 


Steam steering engine, closing doors of 


water-tight compartments automatically, 
running ice machinery and many other 
functions. The little device here shown is 
a portable electric pump for ship service, 
which can be set down anywhere and 
started: to work instantly. The wires are 
easily led to it, and even if broken, the 
connection can be at once renewed. The 
‘Mttle motor is well incased, and can be 


used in any position, whether. to bring a 


stream on board or to empty a flooded 
compartment. Mr. Greene says, in gen- 
eral, that, aside from the desirability of 
the motor as a handy and convenient ap- 
pliance,. it is a vast improvement to have 
the small electric wires in place of the 
mass of steam and hydraulic pipes that 
hitherto have ramified all over modern war 
vessels and often have inflicted discomfort 
and disaster. | 
THE ELECTRIC LIGHT IN, THE NEAR 
FUTURE. 
One of the great fields of opportunity 
today in electrical invention is the im- 
proyement. of the incandescent lamp. In 
many respects, it has become a standard 
product, but even now the best factories 
may lose a batch of 5000 of a sudden 
through some unsuspected flaw or trouble. 
It “is true tbat twelve or fifteen to the 
power is now common, instead of 
eight or ten, as a few years ago, but there 
bes deen Mttle other change, except a 
steady reduction in price. A natural and 
inevitable tendency keeps raising the 


pressure of ‘electrical currents for all 


classes of work, but the incandescent 
lamp is still wanted that will successfully 
stand up under the greater strain, and 
benee the high efficiency of dynamos and 
engines is steadily nullified. The lamp 
thet burns brightly at 110 volts is fami- 
jar enough, but the desideratum is a lamp 
that will burn and live at 220 or 500 volts, 
and the man who produces the filament 
for that can win fame equal to Edison. In 
the’ meantime, despairing of such unlikely 
achievement, some advanced workers, like 
Tesla, using high potential currents, are 
experimenting with lamps that have in- 
candescent buttons, or bars, and with 
lamps that glow with pure phosphorescent 
gleam. These latter are said to be won-

PHOTOGRAPHIC ELECTRIC LIGHTS. 


Rankin Kennedy in a paper on the use 
of the photograp¥ic electric light, says 
that although the electric light has done 
good service to the photographer in th 
past, it will have to give way to the — 
light in the higher fields of artificial light 
photography. Artificial light varies much 
im. quality, and the photographer seeks, 
above all, to the greatest amount of 
photographic light at the lowest cost, and 
with the least labor and trouble. It is a 
familias fact that all ordinary lights are 
made up of seven or more different colored 
series of rays, some being bluish, some 
yellowish like gas and the incandescent 
Slectric light. The arc light is very rich

Candescent at about 31.25 an hour ter 
studio purposes, and the are at 35 cents 
an hour. The reason of the high cost of 
the incandescentd is that they are neces- 
sarily heated to a high candle-power, and 
this volatilizes the carbon, which forms 
a deposit on the globe, and makes the 
light more dim every time it is turned on. 
So that a photographer can never count 
absolutely on the same light from incan- 
descents, while from the arc, the light is 
always uniform, and an operator can count 


fon giving exactly the same exposure in 


every instance. Mr. Kennedy holds that 
the incandescent photo-\ight is destined 
to failure: first, from a commercial point 
of view, owing to the enormous cost for 
current and renewals, and secondly, from 
a photographer's point of view, as when 
heated even to the highest candle-power, 
it does not contain the necessary photo- 
graphic rays in sufficient quantity. 
‘HALF-REFLECTOR SHADES. 

One of the most popular shades designed 
for concentrating the main body of the 
light from an incandescent lamp in any 
particular direction, is a newly-patented 
green and white porcelain half-globe. The 
two sheets of porcelain are flashed to- 
gether, forming, apparently, a solid piece 
of material, the outside of which is green 
and the inside white. The white surface 
has great reflecting power, while the green 
breaks the intensity of the light and tem- 
pers it agreeably for the eye. The ad- 
vantage of this shade is that it permits of 
soft and subdued tone, or of the utmost 
brilliancy. One useful modification of this 
improved appliance is a desk light, which, 
when not in use, slides into the center 
pigeon-hole of an ordinary desk. When it 
is wanted the mere act of drawing it out of 
its resting-place turns on the current. The 
desk cannot be shut until the lamp has 
been pushed back into the pigeon-hole, and 
the act of returning it breaks the circuit, 
and so puts out the light. The half-shade 
throws the light downward, and distributes 
it on the desk, just where it is needed.

(lowa State Regieter:) The gold reserve 
and currency problems now confronting 
the free-trade, trust and income-tax ad- 
ministration are wholly results of de- 
creased revenues under the Wilson-Gor- 
man tariff. The entire cash balance in the 
national treasury last Saturday was only 
$100,050,807, only $60,807 in excess of the 
required gold reserve!

Demorest’s Magazine for December:) In 
undertaking to give these opinions regard- 
ing Christmas gifts, I believe that Demor- 
est'n Magazine is doing good work. There 
are thousands of people just now to whom 
the reflection of the approach of Christmas 
timé is laden almost with horror. This is 
certainly a time for a reform movement 
in matter of Christmas gifts. 

I speak from my heart on this subject, 
as I have spoken from my heart in writ- 
ing upon it for years. I believe that in 
the great tide of extravagance and com- 
petition in the exchange of Christmas 
gifts, we have lost all sight of the real 
sentiment of the custom, and are giving 
now from the pocket, instead of from the 
heart. The most deplorable fact is that 
they who make expensive Christmas pres- 
ents look for a return in gifts, if not act- 
ually in money. 

This miserable feeling in reflecting upon 
the reproach of Christmas does jot prevail 
among the poorer people, but among the 
comparatively well-to-do. These pecple 
scrape, together every cent and bankrupt 
themselves for the privilege of giving 
presents indiscriminately to every Tom, 
Dick and Harry. Now, all this is wrong. 
As I have said, reform is needel. i ar- 
tually delleve that it will soon have to 
be made a distinct reform measure. In 
Switzerland it is considered bad form ‘o 
give presents worth more than 3 francs. 
That's an excellent custom, worthy of 
emulation. 

What should be given as ‘resents at 
Christmas-tide? The costliest things that 
money can buy? Not a bit of it. A sim- 
ple little note, written by one's own hand 
and*couched in terms of kindliness that 
will touch a responsive chord in the heart 
of the recipient is a better Christmas 
present than something that costs enough 


money to bankrupt the giver for rix 
months. As Emerson says, The gift 
should be part of the giver.“ Therefore. 


young women making gifts might paint 
something, embroider something, make 
anything with their own hands, that may 
de called part of themselves. in their 
own way, young men, too, can give some- 
thing which is a part of themselves, pro- 
viding it is given in the true spirit, even 
though it is bought with money--money 
which they themselves have earned. 

I sometimes think we shall actually lose 
Christmas, for the reason of this véry ex- 
cess in the giving of presents. New Year's 
has been lost to us. I remember in my 
girlhood days how I used to enjoy the old 
Knickerbocker custom of receiving one’s 
friends in the most simple way and hav- 
ing them partake informally of simple re- 
freshments.

Soil Tilling in Holland. 


(Florida Agriculturist:) Farming in the 
low countrics of Holland and Belgium is 
an interesting study. To one whose home 
is on the boundless prairies of the West, it 
is a problem. To know that a country 
no larger than Aaryland contains 6,000,000 
people who live chiefly by agriculture is 
interesting, but to see the little nooks and 
odd-shaped corners of land that pass for 
farms in Belgium is to doubt one’s own 
eyes. The smallest farm lands in conti- 
netal Europe are those of Belgium. As 
one passes into Holland the farms may be 
seen to increase in size until the Dutch 
provinces of Friesland is reached where 
cattle raising is the chief pfirsuit. There 
the flat grazing lands afford plenty of 
range for the herds of sleek black and 
white-spotted buttermakers which are 
famous the world over. 

In Belgium the product of every farm is 
varied.- A three-cornered piece of land 
containing about two acres and hemmed 
by ditches filled with water is the size 
and situation of a typical Belgium farm. 
As small as it is, it will contain a patch 
of wheat or_rye and another of barley, 
another fair portion. of it grows potatoes. 

A row of cabbage grows all around on 
the sloping sides of the ditches,, with a 
‘row of onions just inside, leaving bare 


The rest of the tillable soll is planted with 
a great variety of vegetables, either for 


or a better-priced product for other men’s 
tables. For shade, ornament and profit, 
a row of fruit trees, mostly pear trees, 
surround the house. There are no yards 
or stable lots, because they are not needed 
and. besides, every inch of ground must 
produce. I have wondered how these little 
spots of ground could be made to furnish’ 
enough to feed and clothe a farmer and 
his family of seven or eight children, how 
he could manage to support himself with 
two acres of ground. 

I had the same crop last year,“ he 
said, and I had barley and onions to sell 
after selling my early vegetables. 
had a few hogs, some chickens and eggs 
to send to market.“ 

I had not thought of live stock on the 
place, but he showed me where he kept 
his hogs and chickens and eggs. In a 
back room under the same square-tiled 
roof; with himself, were six fine porkers. 
It was a clean and comfortable place for 
them, too, notwithstanding a score of 
chickens lived in the same room with 
them. I knew he did not have a horse. 
There was not room enough on the place 
for one of my little broncos, pot to 
spea of the big Belgian draft horses 
which pull the enormously big trucks in 
Antwerp and Brussels. In one corner of 
this room, which was his stable, two good- 
sized dogs were chained to a kennel. They 

ere common-looking enough, but as dear 
to hin, no doubt, as my horses gre to me. 
They serve him as horses do farmers in 
America. These, then, were a couple of 
tne famous Flemish trekhonden, the draft 
dogs of Belgium and South Holland, where 
one may see them on the highways and in 
the streets of every village and city. They 
seem to be a mongrel hreed with all sorts 
of strains noticeable among them. 
draw heavy little two-wheeled wagons 
loaded with everything—with milk, with 
vegetables, with lumber, and sometimes 
one may see two or three of these dogs 
rattling along over the paved country roads 
with three or four persons in the cart be- 
hind them. They are in every way cheaper 
than horses, and I believed this Flemish 
farmer when he said that with his two 
dogs he did not need a horse. 

Such dogs,- he said, would bring f.60 
each in the Sunday-morning dog market 
in Antwerp. Iu Zeeland, which forms that 
portion of Holland lying on both sides of 
the River Schelde, with its low, sandy soil, 
these dogs are not the only draft animals. 
There I have seen sheep and small cows 
driven between the shafts of carts. which 
seems odd to an American. Horses, now- 
ever, are used more on the farms there 
than in Belgium. The farms are ‘larger, 
but the soil is not the best except for pota- 
toes. It seems particularly well adapted 
for that crop. Nearly all the potatoes scld 
in Antwerp and the larger cities of Bel- 
gium and Holland are grown in. Zeeland. 
The favorite variety is a small, round po- 
tato with a yellow tint when boiled. ,They 
are dry and firm with an excellent flavor. 
Many of these were exported to America 
last winter. 
‘What horses are used in Belgium, how- 
ever, are good ones. There are no finer 
draft horses; no larger ones, and none 
that draw heavier loads. They are no 
good, however, on soft ground, but that 
does not interfere with their usefulness 
much, for all the roads and streets of Bel- 
gium are hard, chiefly paved with brick. 
or Belgian blocks. 

One day last spring I had a load of 
lumber. brought into my show lot in Ant- 
werp. It was drown by two big Belgian 
horses. When they got onto the soft 
ground of the lot, whieh happened to be 
a little boggy just then on account of rain, 
they stopped. They could not ba made to 
move the wagon. After the driver ha

draft horses from my stables hitched to 
the wagon; they walked off with it with- 
out any trouble. The reason of this was, I 
suppose, that the Belgian horses are accus- 
tomed to hard footing, while my American 
horses were used to every kind of roads, 
mostly bad ones. 

As horses are used on but few Belgian 
farms, so are plows scarce articles there. 
What plows are used are primitive things, 
made of wood with an iron share for 
turning the soll. The American culti- 
vator is, of course, unknown either in Bel- 
gium or Holland. As to other Improved 
farming implements, there is no place for 
them. spade, the hoe and the reap- 
ing hook are their implements. They cut 
the grain in the same manner that the 
reapers did in the fields of Boaz and the 


They glean the flelds after the reapers. 
They first do their share of the reaping, 
though, just the same as the men do, and 
there is no work on the farms which is 
considered too hard for the women to do. 
When the crops are harvested they are 
the loft of the dwelling house. 
In Holland I have seen a number of 
barns. These are more plentiful in the 
northern provinces, particularly in the cat- 
tle country of Friesland. Just now the 
foot and mouth disease is bad in Fries- 
land and the other countries of Europe 
have quarantined against it. The price 
of Friesland milk cows has fallen from 
$125 to 75 in conseque As Friesland 
cows are probably the best for milk that 
province of Holland was long a great but- 
ter-producing country. 

Twenty years ago the city of Leeu- 
warden was 
markets of North Europe. Friday is the 
day for the big butter market at Leeu- 
warden. The time wag when one-fourth 
of a million pounds was the average mar- 
ket-day sales for export alone. Now the 
amount of butter exported does not reach 
one-fourth of that quantity. Danish but- 
ter on the one side and Normandy butter 
on the other have almost crowded the 
Friesche butter out of the foreign market 
because they are better. 

The Frieslanders have taken since then 
to making more cheese. The light-col- 
ored cheese with cloves and seeds in it 
is the peculiar product of Friesland, with 
the Dutch name of uagelkaas. It is not 

as. the more famous Edammer- 
The little round cheese, whichare 
painted red for the export trade and so 
well known im the United States as Edam 
cheese are made by the farmers. of the 
province of North Holland. They sell 
here for 19 cents a pound or twice as 
much as the Friesland cheese with its 
black spices. ‘A better cheese than either 
is also made in North Holland. It is 
more like Néw York chedder and is known 
as Hollandschekaas. It is shaped like a 
grindstone, about fourteen inches in di- 
ameter and four inches thick. In both 
Holland and Belgium cheese takes the 
place of meat at breakfast. The rule of 
these countries like others in Europe is 
that nothing is made warm for breakfast 
but coffee and this rule has caused no 
end of trouble with the cowboys with my 
wild west show. In Antwept I had an 
American cook to keep them in good hu- 
mor, but since 1 have been touring Hol- 
lend I have had to dispense with the 
American boarding-house for them and 
send them to hotels. 

In the first three or four cities my con- 
tracting agent, tried to find hotels that 
would prepare in American style break- 
fast, but he soon found that that was im- 
impossible, an absolute impossibility. They 
have about ‘gotten used to eating cheese 
for breakfast, but I fear they will not quit 
kicking about it until I get back to Amer- 
ica with them. It is not the rule of the 
country to serve a warm evening meal 
either. and it is with great difficulty that 
I can find hotels that will furnish a warm 
supper for my company. Cowboys are hu- 
man, however; and the way they are lion- 
ized by the. Dutch makes up for a great 
many of the peculiarities of the country 
that they do not like. 


Notwit ding the appreciative and 
profitable audienees I find here, from 


what I have seen of the low countries, in 
traveling from one end to the other, I 
have concluded that I prefer having my 
ranch in Kansas. 

It is true they never suffer from drought 
here, for he sea’s rivers and canals are 
higher than the farm lands, and with 
ditches everywhere irrigation is no trouble 
at all. There are no fences here to be 
kept in repair either, as the fields are di- 
vided by ditches filled with water. 

The only fences are the dykes to keep 
the water back.. These dykes, which are 
from one foot to fifteen feet high, made 
a dirt and about as broad as a single- 
track railroad dump, stand between the 
farmer and the destruction of his fields, 
in some places of his life. To cut one 
would be to flood the country im some 
places with twelve feet of water. Canals 
run everywhere, and the farm products 
are taken to market on the boats. At 
this season, barges loaded with hay and 


in Holland. The f ers of Belgium and 
Holland work harder than they do in 
America, because of the lack of labor-sav- 
ing implements. They practice pinching 
economy all the year round, and from the 
little two-acre farmers of Belgium and the 
cattle-growers of Frelsand all lay by a 
few cents, if not more, to steadily increase 
the family savings. .

They read how the brave soldiers fought 
and held the pass of Thermopylae, but 
they seldom think of how a mere handful 
of men defended the Alamo Mission. How 
they dropped fighting on their knees and 
then died facing the foe. 

If you should go to the historical city 
of San Antonio in Texas, you will see the 
old mission building standing with bat- 
tered, bullet-pierced walls, a monument 
to the 172 heroes of 36. Behind these walls 
the most important battle in the war be- 
tween Mexico and Texas was fought. That 
was when Santa Ana was President and 
the Texans were fighting for their inde- 
pendence. Here it was that Col. Bowie 
ended his brave life, dying with his boots 
on and fighting ‘under the. most terrible 
odds. The story is this, and every Amer- 
ican child should know it by heart, that 
he may tell it with pride when other na- 
‘tions are ‘talking of their great deeds: 

One Rundred and forty-five men under 
Capt. Travis, a young man of 28, were 
holding the town of San Antonio against 
Gen. Santa Ana and 4000 men. They 
were the only defenders of the town an.’ 
were esconced in the old mission cf the 
Alamo. Davy Crockett was also with them 
and Col. Bowie, who was wounded and 
stretched out on his cot. Of artillery they 
had only fourteen pieces. 

Santa Ana demanded surrender, but 
the little garrison held out for ten days, 
skirmishing secretly for food and water. 
Every shot sent out of the mission house 
told, but not one of the Alamo _ heroes 
were hurt. Patience and strength, how- 
ever, were being rapidly exhausted. Some 
of the little band were falling sick, others 
were desperate. Reinforcements had been 
appealed for, but none had come. Col. 
Lamein with 300 men and four. pieces cf 
artillery had started in answer to the ap- 
peal, but had put in somewhere for fresh 
water and food supplies. 

At last Capt. Smith joined the ex- 
hausted band, with thirty-two men. hree 
days after, Gen. Santa Ana ceased the 
bombarding, and, taking advantage of 
this, Capt. Travis called his men into line 
and frankly Swned that there was no 
earthly hope for them; that he had led 
them into this, thinking that reinforce- 
ments were on the way. He does not utter 
one word against Lamein for failing him; 
he simply gives them their choice of 
deaths. They can surrender and be shot 
down, or be killed fighting out their re- 
venge. The captain drew a line and said: 
“Every man who is determined to remain 
here and to die with me will come to me 
across that line.” Every soldier but one 
crossed at once. When they finished Col. 
Bowie looked up with his arm in a sling 
and cried: ‘“‘Boys, don't leave me. Won't 
some of you carry me across?” And the 
only backward step they made was to go 
over the line and carry the colonel to 
The man Rose, 

was a coward, dropped over the 
wall into a ditch, and was Verily the only 
man who escaped to tell the tale. And 
then came the terrible day. 

Santa Ana brought all his forces to bear 
on the fortress. The scaling ladders wére 
again and again raised, but those who 
placed them were shot down like grain. 
Four thousand men charging into 175 
seemed easy enough, but it soon reduced 
the 4000. At last numbers conquered, and 
the Mexicans climbed over into the Alamo. 


The little band of defenders were trampled 


on and beaten, but they dropped to their 
knees and hacked and shot and pierced 
until the pile of the dead was awful. Col. 
Bowie, too weak to rise from his cot, leans 
on his well elbow and marks his man every 
time he pulls the trigger. Cut, bleeding, 
he continues to kill until the pistol drops 
and the breath leaves his body. Davy 
Crocket, standing in a corner, fights like 
a panther, and the young captain backed 
against the wall surrenders only when run 
through and through. 
The great battle is over. The Mexicans 
bave won. Out of the 172 Texans are 172 
dead. No Spartans were braver and more 
tenacious, for they killed 522 of their ene- 
mies and wounded 500 more. Texas, 
though., was finally freed, and whenever 
great deeds thrill young boys’ hearts, they 
should think of that splendid piece of 
American daring and say as Houston said 
to his men: ‘‘Remember the Alamo.“

FIGHTING A FIRE. 


How the New York City Department 
Does its Work. 


(St. Nicholas:) It is a cellar fire--a bad 
one—and in a factory. Clouds of dense 
black smoke pour up from the the base- 
ment and out cf every crevice around the 
“big folding-doors that form the entrance. 
Bits of falling glass tell us that the pres- 
sure of smoke and of the gas generated by 
.the combustion going on within the build- 
ing is beginning to break the windows in 
the upper part, and if they are not active 
the flames will get the better of us. Our 
foreman is everywhere at once, directing 
the captains of the arriving companies to 
their different positions. 

The watchman of the factory cannot be 
found. Our foreman shouts, Quick, the 
battering-ram. Break open the big doors!“ 

One is quickly unshipped from its place 
underneath the truck, and, with a man on 
each side, at the command of the captain, 
the ram is lunged forward at the big doors. 
Crash—the doors quiver,.under the impact 
of thé combined weight of the solid mass 
of iron and the two heavy men. A few 
more blows and the jocks give way, the 
doors fly open, and into the black, stifling 
smoke we force our way, dragging the 
heavy hose with us. 

We can see no fire—nothing but thick, 
deuse smoke, choking. our throats, and 


making the water run from our eyes in 


streams. Meanwhile the men from the 
truck company have been at work with 
the Butt-ends of their axes, and have 
broken open the dead lights and grating 
in the front over the basement and the 
basement doors. The fire having shown up* 
there, we are ordered to back out” and 
„work in“ the basement—an order easily 
given, but not so easily obeyed; for the 
smoke is now thick and so stifling that 
people in the crowd on the other side of 
the street are obliged to beat a quick re- 
treat before it. But we firemen are there 
to obey commands, not to question them, 
and down we go. 

A shower of glass greets us as we back 
out, for it is now raining glass and bits of 
the window-frames from above. Ladders 
having been raised to the upper floors, the 


truckmen are making an opening for the 


pipemen of other companies, that they may 
be on hand should the fire get above the 
first floor. Another shower, this time of 
red-hot plaster, greets us as we work our 
way into the basement; and the fire, now 
spreading all over the ceiling, brings more 
down around us. The heat is frightful 
there, and we turn our firehats back fore- 
most to protect our faces as best we can, 
We slash the water around; knocking over 
burning beams and piles of packing-boxes, 
the h squirming and quivering under 
the pressure of the tons of water being 
forced through it every minute; the united 
strength of three or four men is required 
to control it. All at once one of our num- 
ber gives a gasp and tumbles down at our 
feet, face downward, in a pool of dirty 
water and plaster, overcome by the smoke 
and heat. Another drops his hold upon the 


hose and stoops to assist his fallen com- | 


rede. It is now red hot in the basement, 
and we cannot breathe much longer. 

If we do not back out soon, it will be 
all over with us; but firemen, in the en- 
thusiasm and,excitement of the moment, 
hate to retreat until actually driven out, 
so we still bold our position. At last we 
cannot stand it, and we retreat to the 


doorway. 


The fireman who was overcome. assisted 
by one or more companions, reaches the 


foot of the stairs. A battalion-chief, in 
command on the pavement above, seeing 
our position, shouts, Here! A man hurt! 
Down in the basement!“ In a second a 
dozen brave fellows dash down the stejs, 
and, lifting up our injured comrade,.carry 
him tenderly up to the street, and then 
over to one of the patrol-wagons, where, 
with plenty of fresh air, and brisk rub- 
bing, he is soon brought to his senses. 


WOMEN AND FOOTBALL. 


The Girl of This Century Should Pos- 
sess Strong Nerves. 


‘(Harper's Bazar:) If training and custom 
have any influence, the girl of this nine- 
teenth century should possess strong 
nerves. The tendency of tho age is to 
develop muscle rather than brains, and 
to affect the athletic rather than the grace- 
ful. Nowhere. is this fact so clearly 
demonstrated as in the college town, where 
one hears the word teams“ used inces- 
santly, and where to hint that one knows 
nothing of football is simply to bring down 
contempt upon one’s head. Fifty years 
ago a college youth was given to senti- 
mentality. He wore his hair long, and he 
wrote verses, he took but little exercise, 
except possibly on his horse, and he was 
a student, or he assumed the manners of 
one. It was the fashion in college then for 
a man to be learned, and the valedictorian 
or the poet of his class was honored and 
respected. The sons of these men now 
wear their hair long, but for a very dif- 
ferent reason, namely, as a protection to 
their heads, so that in playing the great 
game blows will fall upon them with less 
serious effect. It it is imperative that our 
boys should have to go through all this 
training to obtain that most tremendous 
virtue, pluck.“ of which we hear 80 
much, let them by all means do so, but 
why expect us to witness the disagreeable 
process? Why is it not equally proper for 
women to attend dog-fights, or cock-fights, 
or prize-fights? Objections are often made 
against woman’s adopting a dress which 
nearly resembles a man’s, and also for 
girls and boys to play games together. 
It is urged that these have the result of 
making the girl less womanly, and the 
boy less gallant; and yet these same super- 
feminine girls are expected to enjoy any 
exhibition of brute force, and to inspire 
a fondness for it, lending refinement to 
the game by their presence, and encourage- 
ment to the player by their applause. 

It is distinctly ‘‘unfashionable’’ to cry 
down woman's presence on these occasions, 
but it is a point of view which I am quite 
certain many women hold. I have been 
told by those who go regularly to the 
sport that they never look at the cane- 
sprees or wrestling-matches; they keep 
their eyes religiously glued upon one spot 
remote from the scene of action; they go 
because they do not wish their male rel- 
atives to think them deficient in fortitude, 
but they really, in their inmost hearts, 
do not enjoy it. Others have reluctantly 
confessed to me that it is altogether a 
cultivated taste; that the first one or two 
experiences were simply dreadful, making 
them feel faint and sick, but by schooling 
themselves to it and by frequent attend- 
ance they had at last reached a point 
where it gave them great satisfaction 
and pleasure. Is it worth while for us 
endure this painful method for the sake 
of the pleasure which ensues? Would not 
our boys play just as well if we were 
not looking at them? And, after all, is it 
womanly and sweet and refined and gentle 
for us to sit calmly and stoically by while 
possibly some boy is carried off the field, 
a poor, limp-looking creature, perhaps 
badly injured, we in the meantime joining 
in the vociferous applause which greets 
the victorious side? 

If young women are becoming less ro- 
mantic, less domestic and more pro- 
gressive and assertive, has not the football 
game had its influence in this direction?

A HISTORIC BALLOT BOX. 


The Way it was Done in Early Cali- 
| fornia Days. 


(From ‘‘Vigilance Committee of 56“ in De- 
cember Overland) As the greater amount 
of work which came before the committee 
had special reference to ballot-box fraude, 
the modes of manipulation, and the actors 
in these frauds, the accompanying ballot- 
box cut, has especial significance. It 
shows how glaring were the outrages com- 
mitted on honest voters by a class of men 
who should have been strung up to the 
nearest lamp, post. instead of receiving the 
conservative punishment of banishment. 
The ballot-boxes were arranged with cham- 
bered sides, concealed springs, and slides. 
Before any election it was decided by the 
ruling political powers who should be 
elected; then, corrcealed in the hollowed- 

ut ‘spaces of the boxes, would be placed 
properly folded tickets of their favorite 
candidate. When votes were nearly all 
counted, and it was seen that the opponent 
of the favorite was likely to have the most 
votes, it was only necessary to spring the 
slide, give the box an accidental tap and 
down from the chambered sides would 
come a given number of tickets, all of which 
were counted, and the favorite, of course, 
elected. A number of these boxes fell into 
the hands of the committee, when the 
plans of working were fully exposed. This 
kind of work had been carried on for a 
long time, and at every election. Casey 
was elected supervisor, through even a 
more glaring fraud than this, as was re- 
ported at the time.

THE LOST DIAMONDS.

The wisest often place implicit faith in 
the reality of dreams. The belief that 
“dreams come true“ is not a modern sup- 
erstition. It is almost as old as man. Both 
‘Ddibdlical and secular history teach us that 
dreams foretold coming events. The in- 
terpretation of dreams was part of the 
duties of the sages; and the best.interpre- 
ter was the favorite of his royal master. 
It is only a few centuries ago, that dream 
reading was counted among the sciences. 
It is said that qven Napoleon the Great 
was a firm believer in dreams, and shaped 
his conduet by them. Many of us have 
had at least, singular experiences as to 
dreams, and the incident that I am about 
to relate is an absolute , occurrence, 
strange as it may seem. 

Some years ago, the writer was stopping 
temporarily in a small town in the min- 
ing region of Northern Michi One 
evening, seated with others around the 
hotel stove, for it was a cold winter night, 
the conversation drifted to the subject of 
dreams.

About the Wonderful 
Statues, the New Temples and 
Queer Priests of This 
Religion. 


Guddhist Missionaries for the United 
States—A New Temple Which is to 
Cost $8,000,000, and the New Kobe 
Statue of Buddha Which Cost $100,- 
000—A Buddhist Church With a 
$200,000 Income, and How the Peo- 
ple Work for Their Religion—Some- 
thing About Buddhism in Siam, Bur- 
mah and India—How the Hindoo Ma- 
hatma Insulted the Buddhist Archbishop 
of Japan, and Other. Fresh News About 
Japanese Religions—Christianity and the 
Missionaries. ‘ 


LFrom Our Own Correspondent 
It will de a surprise to many to know 


that there is a strong Buddhiet revival | 


going. on in the Japanese empire. The 
church has been stirred up by the in- 
vasion of the missionaries, and, within 
recent years Buddhist papers have been 
organized, and the Japanese press is full 
of articles about religious matters. A 
movement was started some time ago 
for the establishment of a Buddhist theo- 
logical course in the Imperial University 
at Tokyo, and some of the priests would 
Uke, to make it the state religion. They 
even talk of sending missionaries to the 
United States, and also to the Asiatic 


countries, including China and Korea and |’ 


India. Last spring a famous Buddhist of 
Ceylon visited Japan and described the 
backward condition of the faith in India, 
whereupon some of the richest of the 
Buddhists took a famous image of Buddha, 
which was celebrated throughout Japan, 
and shipped it off to India, in order that 
it might be put in the Temple.of Buddha 
Gaya, on the site where the founder of 
the religion had his great fight with the 
evil ones ‘and conquered. This statue 
was 700 years old, and it was a work of 
fine art. One of the Buddhist archbishops 
of Japan went with it, and when he got 
there the high priest of the temple refused 
to let the image be put in. He had sev- 
eral thousand men about him, and he was 

y to enforce the refusal with blood- 
6 This matter has created great ex- 
citement among the Buddhists of Japan, 
and"gome of them instet that the Hindoo 


priest must be dismissed, and they want 
the government to take up the matter. 
The Buddhists intended the sending of 
the statue to be the beginning of. à re- 
vival of Buddhism in India, and they will 
not probably let the matter rest as it is. 


HUNDREDS OF MILLIONS OF BUDD- 
HISTS. 


It will be surprising to many to know 
the vast number of Buddhists there are 
in the world. It is, you know, the chief 
religion of Siam, Burmah, Japan, Korea, 
and it has millions of ‘followers in China 
and India. There are in Japan 72,000 
Buddhist temples, and in the city of 
Kioto, which is about as big as Wash- 


ington, there are 3500 temples, which are 


devoted to this religion. Some of the 
most gorgeous temples in the world are 
the wonderful structures in which 
Buddha is worshiped at Bangkok in Stam. 
and I saw at ngoon in Burmah the 
famous z truetu known as the Golden 
Pagoda, which is said to rest over several 
of the actual hairs which came from 
Buddha’s head. It is a mountain of gold, 
or rather, of. brick and stone plastered 
over with gold leaf. It is built upon a 
mighty platform, and its base is about 
a quarter of « mile in circumference, 
and these terrates of gold go upward 
in bell-like stories to a height greater 
than that of any church spire or any 
structure in this country, excepting the 
Washington Monument. It has a base 
of fourteen acres, ani on its top there 
is a great golden umtrella, to the ribs 
of which jewels are hang. The whole 
of this vast structure is plated with gold 
as fine as any ever put into an Ameri- 
can tooth. It is hundreds of years old, 
and it has been plated and plated again, 
‘and there are, undoubtedly, millions of 
metal mixed with the brick and plaster 
of which it is made. One King of Bur- 
mah vowed that he would give his weight

It has been 
a long time under construction, but it is 
rapidly approaching completion, and when 
it is finished it will have cost, all told, 
something like $8,000,000. Think of that! 
Eight million dollars for a church! I 
don’t believe we have one in the United 
States that has cost as much, and I know 
we have none that have been built in 
such a.curious way.

SOME FAMOUS BUDDHAS. 

I found other new temples building in 
different parts of Japan, and I saw magnifi- 
cent statues of Buddha being made here 
and there. At Kobe I saw one which had 
just been completed, and which could not 
have cost much less than $100,000. It is 
just outside of the temple of Nofukuji, and 
it is an immense bronze image ‘as tall as a 
four-story house, and eighty-five feet in 
diameter about the waist. It is so tall 
that if you stood on its shoylders, you 
could barely reach to the top of its ears. 
and the length of the face is eight and one- 
half feet. Each of its eyes is a yard wide, 
and its thumbs are two feet in circumfer- 
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Schoolhouse. 


for the temple for nothing. It has been 
about fifteefii years in building, and when 
I first saw it six years ago there were 


hundreds of carpenters were cutting up 
great logs which had been imported from 
the Island of Formosa into boards, and 
hundreds of carvers were turning other 
logs into real works of fine art. Every- 
thing was done by hand, and immense 
beams, such as would be a load for a 
team of Norman horses were being car- 
ried upon onto the top of the structure 
by women and men. A road about fifteen 
feet wide had been built upon a scaffold- 
ing, making an inclined plane running 
clear to the roof of the structure, and a 
hundred or so men would catch hold of 
one of these logs and carry it up on their 
backs. There was then, and there is still, 
an immense scaffolding about the temple 
“made of thousands of poles tied together 
with ropes, and these poles were of all 
sizes, from that of a fishing-rod up to a 
telegraph pole. They looked very inse- 
cure to me, but I was told that they were 
‘perfectly ‘safe, and all of the scaffolding . 
used by the Japanese is made in this way. 
Think of building a structure costing 
millions of dollars without derricks or 
machinery of any kind, and you can know 
what these Japanese are doing there. 
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| Their temple will last tor ages and there 
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ence, or almost twice the circumference’ 


of a telegraph pole, I judge. The god sits 
with his legs crossed, like a Turk, and its 
lap covers as much space as a xdod-sized 
parlor. This god sits on a massive pedes- 
tal, at the back of which is a door, and 
there is a little temple inside. of it. It is 
a wonderfully beautiful statue, and it is 
only one of thousands that may be found 
throughout the empire: 
TWO GIANTS IN BRONZE. 
Japan has, in fact, the biggest Buddhas 
of the world. There is one in a park 
at Nara, not far from the old capital, 
Kioto, which is the largest. I traveled 
twenty-five miles in going from Kioto 
to Nara, and I spent a.day in this center 
of Japanese Buddhism. The statue is in 
a temple, which is as tall as any New 
York flat, and you have to take your shoes 
off before you can go inside of it. It is 
on a’ pedestal, and there are dozens ot gold 
gods all about it. Some of these gods are 
eighteen feet high, but they look like 
pigmies beside the great dmage which sits, 
with its legs crossed and ‘his right hand 
uplifted, among them. There is a little 
fence around it, and it was impossible for 
me to make my own measurements, but 
the priests told me that it was fifty-three 
feet in height, and that it is made of 
bronze plates, which are so cast that they 
look like one solid mass, This Buddha

is more than a thousand years old, or, at 
least, the material of which it is’ com- 
posed has been worshiped at Nara for 
that time. It was originally made of 
gold and copper, about 750 A.D., but the 
temple containing it has been burned 
again and again, and it has been each 
time remelted and remade. 

The other great Buddha is that at 
Kamakura, which ‘has been written about 
by nearly every traveler who has gone 
to Japan.

BUDDHIST CHURCHES WITH BIG IN 

COMES. 

Some of these Buddhist temples have 
enormous incomes. There is one right near 
tue new. temple I have described which 
takes in about $200,000 a year, and this 
church has frequently raised in one year 
from half a million to a million dollars. 
It is known.as the Nishi Hongwandi Tem- 
ple, and it is a wonder in the richness of its 
interior decoration. It has hundreds of 
rooms walled with gold leaf, and it con- 
tains hundreds of screens painted by the 
old Japanese masters. A famous left- 
handed “artist of Japan, Jingoro, did most 
of the carving within it, and it is ceiled in 
+ some places with black and gold lacquer, 
and its trimmings are of wonderfully- 
carved brass. It has a bell almost as big 
as a small seaside cottage, and this is rung 
by a big log of wood, which is hüng out- 
side of the bell to a rope, and can be pulled 
back so that it will strike the bell on the 
rebound. It has one audience-room which 
takes nearly 1000 yards of matting to cover 
it, and the brass lanterns which hang from 
the great rafters of this room are each as 
big as a hogshead. This church is one 
of the most liberal of the Buddhists, and 
during a talk which I had with the priest 
I found that his views were very much the 
same as those of Unitarian Christianity. 
He was not in favor of monopolizing the 
religions of Japan, and said there was 
room enough for both the Christians and 
Buddhists to work. He spoke English flu- 
ently, and he told me that he had lived for 
two years in England. He was very much 
depressed as to the religious state of 
Japan, and said that the better classes were 
largely infidels or agnostics, and many of 
those. who pretended to be Buddhists. had 
not -working faith in them. I found him 
broadminded in every respect, and one 
thing which he said surprised me. This 
was that his sect of Buddhists did not be- 
‘lieve that Nirvana meant a state of soul 
annihilation, but that it meant only the 


the continuance and growth of all that 
was good in man. He told me, however, 
that only a few Buddhists were as liberal 
as he was, end from what I saw in other 
parts of the empire I am sure he was cor- 
rect. 

BUDDHIST SECTs. 

There are almost as many Buddhist 
sects in Japan as there are Christian 
sects in America. They all believe in 
Buddah, but they have different doc- 
trines and ‘different modes of worship. 
There is one sect which sell medicine and 
charms which will. protect you against 
coughs, consumption, the devil or the 
smallpox. They sell all kinds of sand, 
which is supposed to make the limbs of 
the dead soft and flexible, so they can 
be easily doubled in the ‘box-like coffins 
which are used by the Japanese. These 
are known as the Tendi sect, and they 
have between four and five thousand tem- 
ples in Japan. The Monto sect, the 
Nichiren and the Jodo sect may be called 
the three most powerful branches of the 
Japanese Buddhists. 
ship Amida’ Buddha; and they say that 
earnest prayer, noble thoughts and good 
works are the elements of their faith. It 
is to this sect, I think, that these two 
big temples which I have described be- 
long, and it has also immense temples in 
Tokyo and elsewhere. The Nichiren sect 
are the shouting worshipers of the faith. 
They are violent and noisy, and they 
think that all other sects except them- 
selves go straight to hell. The Jodo ‘sect 
do not eat flesh, and they insist that their 
priests should not marry. They pray 
without ceasing, and spend a great part

QUEER TEMPLES. 

I could fill this paper with the curious 
things found about the Buddhist temples. 
There are little wooden gods for babies” 
diseases, around which children’s bibs are 
tied, and there are other gods which are 
supposed to help babies in teething. 
There are some which are good for the 
stomachache, and others which will cure 
sore eyes. In some of the temples there 


are sacred ponies which you may feed 


with holy beans at 1 cent a plate and gain 
religious credit thereby. These are, I 
think, however, more connected with the 
Shinto temples, and, by the way, there is 
one famous white horse at the temples 
of Ise which is supposed to be gifted with 
supernatural powers. According to the 
stories current in Japan, he has a good 
deal to do with the warlike matters of 
the empire, and after the Satsuma re- 
bellion he disappeared and did not come

the present struggle with China he disap- 
peared again, and, after ten days, re- 
turned looking fresh and well. The 
prophets of Japan state that this indi- 
cated Japan’s victories over China, and 
that the hostilitieg would last three times 
as long as the Satsuma rebellion. 


CHRISTIANITY IN JAPAN. 

There is no part of the East where 
the missionaries do more work than in 
Japan, and they have, as I said, stirred 
the Buddhists into action. Many of the 
Japanese do not like the idea that their 
country should be a field for missionary 
labors, and some of the people think 
that such mission work as is done should 
be done by native pastors. Not long ago 
the question of foreign missions came up 
in Parliament, and it was argued from 
one standpoint that the missionaries ought 
to be tolerated because they brought a 
great deal of money into the country. It 
was stated in the papers at that time 
that there were 650 foreign missionaries 
in Japan, and they averaged at least $100 
per month, making a total of $65,000 
per month spent by the missionaries. It 
wil us be seen that the Christian 
churches annually spend in Japan at least 
$780,000 a year, and these expenditures, 
the native papers thought, ought to be 
encouraged. They stated that there were 
40,000 Christians among the Japanese, and 
that there were 1200 Japanese pastors. 
There are Japanese who think that their 
people are destined to introduce Chris- 
tianity into China and Korea, and some 
favor the absorption and combination of 
the three religions of Buddhism, Con- 
fucianism and. Christianity. The mission- 
aries in Japan are, in reality, doing a great 
deal of earnest work. The field is divided 
up among the Catholics and the different 
Protestant sects, and there is, in addi- 
tion, a mission of the Greek church, which 
has 1700 baptized converts, and which 
was established by the Russians. The 
Catholics have three bishops, sixty-seven 
missionaries and about forty thousand 
members. The Protestants, unlike those 
of other countries, work, to a large ex- 


tent, together, and they have good schools 


and good colleges. The Doshisha Univer- 
sity, which exists at Kioto, in Western 
Japan,, is one of the finest institutions 
of the far East. Among its professors are 
men, who would do credit to Harvard, 
and it now includes a girls’ school, a 


school of science and a training-school for | 


nurses. There are a number of native 
religious clubs, and the Young Men's 
Christian Association has a flourishing or- 
ganization in Japan, and there is also a 
Young Woman's Temperance Union. The 
Red Cross Society has been doing a great 
deal during the present war, going to the 
field and taking care of both Japanese 
and Chinese.

How the Christian Festival 
is Kept in China. 


EBx-United States Consul Edward 
Blake Describes Pig and 
Pyrotechnics. 


America Would Hardly Recog- 
. nize—Gifts of the Celestial 
Santa Claus.

Christmas day broke in splendor over 
the -Gi-Tia Mountains and flooded 
the swarming city of Amoy and the little 
foreign settlement of Kulangsu in golden 
light. The great bay lay smooth and si- 
lent, like a sheet of burnished blue steel. 
From ten thousand little houses wreaths 
ot smoke ascended, and along the harbor 
front the passenger skiffs and cargo junks 
began to make ready for the toil of the 
day. China never rests, and never sleeps. 
No day is so sacred, no night so stormy 


lanes and streets of the populous city 
ca troops of Chinese, clad in their most 
brilllant raiment, laughing, singing and 
chatting. From the men-of-war and mer- 
chant ships came a group of sailors and 4 
few officers. From the foreign settlement 
on the Island of Kulangsu came swift 
men-of-war gigs, carrying officers of the 
customs, members of the consular * 
and parties of women and children from 
the various European homes. 

Each gig flew its particular flag. From 


the consular boats floated the colors of 


the nationality they represented. The 
customs boats flew the great yellow ban- 
ner of China with its blue and green dra- 
gon. The boats of private citizens were 
decorated simply with the merchant flags 
of the firms by whom their owners were 
employed. 

There are only 300 Europeans all told 
in Amoy, of whom but a fourth are mem- 
bers of the church, and these chiefly Por- 
tuguese. Of this number not more than 
sixty attended mass on Christmas morn- 
ing. The cathedral yard was clean and 
neat and the building sweet and spotless, 
terms which have but little meaning in 
America, but possess a profound signifi- 
cance in a land where many of the streets 
fairly reek and where a majority of the 
houses are pig pens. 

Within the building was the dim light, 
the great space, the ornaments and deco- 
rations of the walls, the splendid altar 
and all the magnificent paraphernalia of 
the faith of Rome. There was Padre Ca- 
nial, the acting archbishop of the dis- 
trict, a handsome, courtly, scholarly 
man, who might serve as a model for one 
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The office of the Rantelean Consulate. 


but that the hum of industry and the 
noise of labor go on uninterruptedly. 

It was so on this bright Christmas 
morning. There were boat repairers on 
the beach busily engaged upon hulls and 
cabins and masts. There were black 
smiths in the forges shaping red-hot iron 
and white-hot steel into all sorts of forms 
and designs. There were peasants, market 
men, peddlers and water carriers, moving 
along the highways in the distribution 
and sale of their wares. 

As the morning progressed flags de- 
gan to appear on every ship in the harbor 
and flagstaff on shore. The great ensign 
of Engiand rose up in front of the British 
Consulate simultaneously with that of 
France, Russia, Germany, Scandinavia, 
Denmark, Belgium, Spain, Portugal and 
China itself. But upon the highest mast 
in Amoy waved the first flag of the 
world—the Stars and Stripes. On long 
lines decorative bunting of red, white 
and blue ran from staff to consulate, 
from consulate to outside walls and neigh- 
boring trees, and from s and walls 
back to the building 2 

Most of the Europeans followed the old 
oriental custom of lying late in bed. But 
the Chinese Christians were up and stir- 
ring long before dawn, and met the sun- 
rise with salvos of firecrackers and bombs, 
with drums and tom-toms, with gongs 
and cymbals, and with that most mourn- 
ful music of the Eastern flageolet. Above 
the roofs of the city of Amoy rose the 
great gray walls, square towers and red- 
tiled roofs of the Catholic cathedral. It 
presented a strange contrast to the dwarf- 
ish Chinese houses and shops that lay 
around it. It might have been in Tolecn,

Looking at him, as he addressed that 
remarkable but interesting congregation, 
it was difficult to realize that he had been 
a distinguished noble in years long past, 
who had suddenly abjured his wealth.

But the wonderéul 
music which that choir produced came not 
from these delicate devotees of the army 
of the church, but from a large number 
of bright and pretty Chinese girls, who 
sang as only sing the birds of the forest 
or the boys at St. Paul’s Cathedral. 

Some of these girls had been bought 
while mere babes from houses of shame, 
others were foundlings who had been left 
with the kind sisters by starving or dy- 
ing mothers, others had been purchased 
from unnatural parents, and still others 
were the children of civilized or Christian- 
ized Chinese, who saw the superiority of 
Europeon education to that afforded by 
their own country. They had been well 
trained in music, and they brought out 
the conceptions of Gounod and Verdi, Mo- 
zart and Beethoven, with an artistic finish

OLD SPANISH CHIMES. 

Suddenly from its belfries rang out 
the old Jesuit chimes, deep-toned, full- 
voiced and melodious, like those which 
flood with melody the air of European 
capitals. They are very old bells, which 
swing in the Amoy Cathedral. Centuries 
ago they called the ‘pious to prayer in the 
suburbs of proud Madrid. Their notes 
were, probably heard by the Saracens be- 
fore Ferdinand and Isabella had driven the 
infidel from Spain. They had _ crossed 
‘the stormy Atlantic, and had made music 
in the Aztec capital. They have been 
carried by the galleons from ‘Mexico to 
the Phillippine Islands. 

In Manilla they had tolled their sweet 
language to monk and friar, proud con- 
questador and simple-minded Malay. 
From the Phillippines they had crossed 
the China seas and been raised high in 
the air of the square tower of the Amoy 
Cathedral, the oldest temple of worship 
devoted to the Christian religion in China. 
The bells of Amoy are a fitting symbol 
of the land which gave them birth. They 
had seen Spain’s conquest and expansion; 
they had witnessed its N and de- 
cline, and here and now, in the dawn of 
the twentieth century, all their auditors, 
excepting good Padre Canial and the young 
Spanish Vice-Consul, were members of 
alien races. 

At 7 o'clock people. began to move 


toward the cathedral. From, the narrow 


ten to the service. It rolled along in sonor- 
out Latin; it broke into Chinese, and at 
one point it ran into English. One hymn 
was given in French and an aria in Italian. 
It was a fitting commentary upon the inva- 
sion of the effete east by the religious 
phalanxes of the enthusiastic and tireless 
West. As for the congregation, it sug- 
gested or resembled a bed of flowers in full 
bloom, so clean and trim, so artistic and 
so brilliant was every one in appearance. 

The hair of the women had been oiled 
and brushed until it looked like burnished 
black onyx. In their gorgeously-dressed 
tresses were silver pins and gold pins, pins 
from whose tips dangled sprays of gems 
or brilliant butterflies in enamel and pre- 
cious metal, pins of ivory carved in a man- 
ner worthy of Cellini; hairpins ot green 
jade, hairpins of crystal and hairpins of 
curiously carved strange woods and strange 
shells. 

Their raiment was almost as startling 
in its brilliancy: There were scarlet silk 
dresses, embroidered in gold; azure satin 
robes, brocaded in silver; pearly grass 
cloth, hall covered with dragons in floss 
silk and bullion thread. There were pink 
trousers, salmon trousers, ultramarine, ore 
ange, lilac, emerald, magenta and violet 
trousers. There were variegated vests and 


over-vests that seemed solid embroidery or 
woven pieces in odd but brilliant colors, 


MIRTH IN CHURCH, 


The children were more gaudily dressed 
than their parents, for, in addition to their 


Chinese costumes, nearly every one wore 
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‘either a cap or a bend around the fore-

smiled and look appy. 

They evidently regarded it as an occa- 
sion of mirth and thanskgiving and joy, 
rather than one of contrition or abnega- 
tion.

The service over, again the great chimes 
rang out in happy peals, and from every 
corner of the streets around the cathedral 
came the noise of the inevitable fire- 
cracker and the discord of Chinese music. 
The wise Jesuits, in converting the Chinese, 
do not insist upon the latter giving up 
the harmless customs and pastimes of their 
race that do not conflict with the Catholic 
creed. The Chinese Christian, as well as 
the Buddhist and Taoist, enjoys his py- 
rotechnics, his theater, his noisy proces- 
sion and his street pageantry. 

There was, of course, a parade through 
the principal thoroughfares of the city. 
There were dining and festivity in the 
many Christian homes, and at nightfall 
thousands of cheap, but brilliant, paper 
lanterns illuminated the district all about 
the cathedral. Festivities were of the 
merry Mongolian pattern, the same today 
as they were four thousand years ago. 
There were pigs roasted whole, some del- 


lente little sucklings, and others big Chi- 
cago-size porkers that measured four feet 
from. snout. to tail. They were roasted, 
but roaste 1 in a, way that would give 
points to the great restaurants. 


They were put whole into large ovens 


where the fire was At first so hot &s to 
harden the outside skin and was then 
raked down and half smothered with green 
wood, so as to produce a moderate warmth 
and an immoderate amount of smoke. 
From time to time the cook basted the 
body of the pig in its own juice, to which 
he added the savory sauce and spices 
wherein. the Celestial finds pleasure. After 
hours of patient toil the roast was com- 
plete and the pig was transferred from 
the oven te an immense wooden, Salver. 

The cooked pig is now a rich, bright 
brown from tip to tip, a hard crisp crack- 
nel on outside, and an indescribably. soft 
and juicy meat within. It is the only way 
of cooking the pig, and when thus pre- 
pared) makes all other dishes from that 
Gelectgble animal seem flat and insignifi- 
cant.

Then there were chickens and guinea 
fowls, seethed and steamed until they re- 
semble alabaster in color and translucency; 
ducks and geese roasted in smokey fur- 
maces until they resembled chestnuts; 
shrimps and prawns, crabs and crawfish, 
fresh and dried, boiled and fried, made 
up in salads, compressed into dumplings 
or served in oe hills upon cunning, lit- 
tle porcelain plates. 
On ‘every house, although ſt is in the 
tropics, there were evergreens. A bunch 
ot cedar festooned the window, a branch 
of banyan covered the doorway; bouquets 
and bunches of tinsel paper flowers deco- 
rated the rooms. In some houses were 
Chinese Christmas trees which would 
hardly be recognized by young America. 
They are made by taking a dried branch 
on which there are any number of twigs 
' little branches and fastening to these 
r leaves, little pieces of scarlet pa- 
per and fragments of yellow, blue, green 
and red tinsel, until the tree branch is one 
‘blaze of many colors. This beautiful 
branch is then fastened to the wall near 
the ceiling so as to project horizontally 
into the interior of the room. There were 
many children’s gifts, toys and dolls simi- 
lar in character to those seen at home, 
but very different in construction and ap- 


pearance. 

Many of the dolls are now familiar to 
the little girls of America, but others, 
made of colored straws, of pottery ware, 
of molded clay and of carved wood are 
peculiar to this part of the far east. Then 
there were Noah's arks, which gave that 
patriarch a more curious Collection of ani- 
mals than do those similar boxes of toys 
at home, which contain blue cows, green 
horses, red cats and bright purple dogs. 

A Chinese Noah’s ark usually contains 
two or three well-fed dragons, a unicorn, 
a griffin, a hippogrif with a long tail, a 
devil With a black face, and a number of 
other strange characters that were prev- 
alent in China several thousand years ago, 
but has never been seen since. 

There is no drunkenness and no disor- 
der. The small boy makes hideous noise 
and discord with miniature tomtoms, clap- 
pers and flies, but has not yet acquired 
the awful vice of the American fish-horn 
and the cage { blower. The boys occupy 
the streets all day long, until late in the 
evening with kites, tops, toys and shut- 
tlecocks. They do not play like the Amer- 
ican boys. The Chinese boy is more de- 
mure and dignified, and gives you an im- 
pression that it is mot a small boy you 
see, but an old man dressed up in boy’s 
clothes. 

The illusion is emphasized when his 
grandfather and father join him in his 
sport, because. it is then the oldest man 
who is the noisiest and the most garru- 


lous, while the youngest of the party is 


as solemn and as taciturn as an owl, 


speaking only when it is time to correct 


his sire or grandstre for inattention to the 
game or for making a bad play. 
AMONG THE BUROPEANS. 

The Europeans enjoy the day in the 
politan manner which prevails in 
2 where different nationalities live 
and work together in harmony. Nearly 
every house and bungalow holds open 
doors and extends a hearty welcome to all 
who call. In some, the Christmas punch 
bowl is kept ever full upon the table in 
the receptian room, with its solace to fam- 
Uõ and visitors. In others, both f and 
drink are served with unstinted nd. 
In every home warm hospitality prevails. 

The officers of the ships come ashore 
and pass the day in calling upon their 
friends. The residents exchange visits 
with their neighbors and with the ships’ 
officers and crews in the harbor. On the 
ericket ground and tennis courts open 
games continue from sunrise until far 
into the dusk. At the club and in the 


hotels the billiard tables and the bowling 


alleys are Continuously in use. 
- The German brings out his store of im- 
ported beer and of Rhine’ and Moselle 
wines; the Spaniard, the vintages of 
Oporto, Xeres, Andalusia and the Spanish 
mountain vineyards; the American, the fa- 
mous distillates of Kentucky bourbon and 
the universally popular Pennsylvania rye; 
the Englishman, bass and stout; the happy 
Bootchman, the Highland dew; the son of 
rin invariably displays a demijohn of 
potheen and a jug of rare, old, Irish 
whisky; the Scandinavian cifers Swedish 
h, and the Portuguese the delicious 
R insinuating Mquors for which Macao 


has long been famous. Good cheer pre- 
vails everywhere. Some houses give break- 
fast parties, luncheons, tiffins and formal 
dinners; others confine themselves to tif- 
fins and dinner parties, but the humblest 
provide one meal for friends and strangers 
in honor of the day. 

Toward noon messages and telegrams 
come in from all quarters of the globe. The 
friendly and sociable nature of the people 
in the far east leads them to telegraph 
the compliments of the day all along the 
coast. At one moment vou receive 
„Merry Christmas“ from Hong Kong, and 
the next a cheery God bless you” from 
Shanghai. In my own case the climax was 
capped in Amoy when I received a cable- 
gram from Philadelphia, from George C. 
Boldt, wishing me a “Merry Christmas 
and many of them.“ 

TRIBUTES FROM FOREIGNERS. 
During the day your Chinese servants, 
tradesmen and friends, and even the great 
mandarins and high officials send you lit- 
tle reminders of the great day of the 
Christian calendar. These compliments 
take all sorts of funny forms. One mes- 
sengers brings you six live chickens tied 
together by the feet, all fluttering and all 
making an unearthly racket. 

Another brings you two pretty little bas- 
kets, the one filled with hens’ eggs and 
the other with ducks; a third a basket of 
fruit, the fourth a great box of rock 


candy, which would correspond to a box 


of Laurent’s or Huyler’s at home. A 
chicken or duck, a roast pig, a box,of tea, 
a wall ornament, a tinseled bouquet, a bot- 
tle of very bad brandy or a box of un- 
smokable cigars, are among the souvenirs 
with which your tables become loaded be- 
fore nightfall. 

Between noon and dinner time many 
of your Chinese friends call upon you. 
You are apprised of their arrival 
receiving a large sheet of red paper with 
their names printed in it in attractive 
characters at least five minutes before 
they approach in person. : 

They then appear clothed in dignity 
and fine satin, bowing and chin-chining 
anywhere from three to fifteen times, 
shaking their own hands convulsively un- 
til you fear that they will dislocate their 
wrists; they take a sip of wine, a whiff 
of a cigarette, say something or other in 
their own vernacular, smile as if in in- 
effable delight and then, again bowing and 
shaking their own hands, move quietly 
backward to the door and away. 

The dinner parties close about 9:30 or 
10 o’clock in the evening, and then the 
place is given over to the young unmar- 
ried men. They make night hideous like 
American college boys in the holiday sea- 
son. They go from house to house levying 
liquid tribute, pulling friends out of bed, 
tying the bell rope to the church high in 
the rafters of the building and filling the 
midnight air with all the old songs of 
Great Britain, America, France and Ger- 


many. 

When the day is done and the noise 
and activity pass into silence the convic- 
tion comes that it has been as happy a 
day as can fall to one’s lot so far away 
from “home, sweet home.“

Lu- 
dovici and Mcflosky, with others, have 
done well in the fleld of portraiture. We 
heve our School of Art and Design, and 
a newly-formed Art Association, from 
which we hope much in the way of 
inspiring a love for true art among our 


people. 

i dropped into a few of our studios 
last week, among them those of Miss 
M. E. Abbott and Mrs. I. M. Patterson. 
Miss Abbott's epecialty is the decoration 
of china, but in the reproduction of flow- 
ers she is especially happy.

There is nothing peculiarly malignant in 
the appearance of a pair of ski.

not appreciated yet, but I am convinced 
that the time will come when hundreds 
of Englishmen will come to Switzerland 
for the ski-ing season in, March and April. 
I believe that I may claim to be the first, 
save only two Switzers, todo any mountain 
work (though on a modest enough scale) 
on snowshoes, but I am certain that I will 
not by many a thousand be the last. 

The fact is that it is easier to climb an 
ordinary peak or to make a journey over 
the higher passes in winter than in sum- 
mer, if the weather is only set fair. In 
summer you ve to climb down as well 
as to climb up, and the one is as tiring as 
the other. ‘In winter your trouble is 
halved, as most of your descent is a mere 
slide. If the snow is tolerably flxm it is 
much easier also to zig-zag up it on. ski“ 
than to clamber over boulders .u 
summer sun. The temperature, too, is 
more favorable exertion in winter, for 
nothing could be more delightful than the 
crisp, pure air on the mountains, though 
glasses are of course necessary to protect 
the eyes from the snow glare.

Our project was to make our way from

stdnd on the crown of a slope and you ad- 
just your body for a rapid slide, but your 
ski“ stick motionless, and you go over 
upon your face. Or you stand upon a 
plateau which seems to you to be as level 
as a billard table, and in an instant, with- 
out cause or warning, away they shoot and 
you are left behind staring at the sky. 
For a man who suffers from too much dig- 
nity a course of Norwegian snow-shoes 
would have a fine moral effect. 
Whenever you brace yourself for à fall 
it never comes off. Whenever you think 


yourself absolutely. secure it is all over 


with you. You come to a hard ice slope 
at an angle of 75 deg., and you zig-zag up 
it, digging the side of your “ski’’ into it. 
and feeling that ir a mosquito settles upon 
you, you are gone. But nothing ever hap- 
pens and you reach the top in safety. 

Then you stop upon the level to congrat- 
ulate your companion and you have just 
time to say What a lovely view is this!“ 
when you find yourself standing upon your 
two shoulder-blades with your San tied 
tightly round your neck. Or again you 
may have had a long outing without any 
misfortune at all, and as you shuffie 


Davos to Arosa over the Furka Pass, which 
is over 9000 feet high. The distance is not 
more than from twelve to fourteen miles 
as the crow flies, but it has only once been 
done in winter. Last year the two brothers 
Branger made their way across on ski.“ 
They were my companions on the present 
expedition, and more trustworthy ones no 
novice could hope to have with him. They 
are both men of considerable endurance, 
and even a long spell of my German did 
not appear to exhaust them. 

We were up before 4 in the morning 
and Wad started at half past for the vil- 
lage of Frauenkirch where we were to 
commence our ascent. A great pale moon 
was shining in a violet sky with such 
stars as can only be seen in the tropics 
or the higher Alps. At quarter past 5 
we turned from the road and began to 
plod up the hillsides over the alternate 
banks of last year's grass and slopes ot 
snow. We carried our ski!“ over our 
shoulders and our ski boots slung round 
our necks, for it was good walking where 
the snow was hard, and it was sure to be 
hard wherever the sun had struck it dur- 
ing the day. Here and there in a hol- 


er a hot 


low we floundered into and out of a soft 
drift up to our waists, but on the whole 
it was easy going, and as much of our 
way lay through fir woods it would have 
been difficult to ski. About half ‘past 6 
after a long steady grind we emerged 
from the woods, and shortly afterward

see until we reached Arosa. 

OVER ROLLING SNOW FIELDS. 
The snow being still hard enough upon 
the slopes to give us a good grip for our 
feet we pushed rapidly on over rolling 
snow fields with a general upward ten- 
dency. About 7:30 the sun cleared 
the veaks behind us and the glare upon 
the great expanse of virgin snow became 
very dazzling. We worked our way down 
a long slope and then coming to the cor- 
responding hill. side with a northern out- 

we found the snow as soft as pow- 
der and so deep that we could touch no 
bettom with our poles. Here then we 
took our snow-shoés,and zig-zagged up 
over the long white haunch of the moun- 
tain pausing at the top for a rest. They 
are useful things the ski,“ for finding 
that the snow was again hard enough to 
bear us we soon converted ours into a 
very comfortable bench, from which we 
enjoyed the view of a whole panorama of 
mountains, the names of which, my read- 
ers will be relieved to hear, I have com- 
pletely forgotten, 

The snow was rapidly softening under 
the glare of the sun and without our shoes 
all progress would have been impossible. 
We were making our way along the steep 
side of a valley with the mouth of the 
Furka Pass fairly in front of us. The 
snow fell away here at an angle of from 
50 to 60 deg. and as this steep incline 


| along the face of which we were shuffling 


sloped away down until it ended in abso- 
lute precipice a slip might have been se- 
rious. My two more experienced com-

panions walked below for the half mile 
or so of danger, but soon we found our- 
selves upon a more reasonable slope, 
where one might fall with impunity. And 
now came the real sport of snow-shoeing. 
Hitherto we had walked as fast as boots 
would do, over ground where no boots 
could pass. But now we had a pleasure 
which boots can never give For a third 


of a mile we shot along over gently dip- 


ping curves skimming down ‘into the val- 
ley, without“ a motion ot our feet. In that 
great untrodden waste with snow fields 
bounding our vision on every side and 
no marks of life save the tracks of cha- 
mois and of foxes, it was glorious to whizz 
along in this easy fashion. A short zig- 
zag at the bottom of the slope, brought 
us at 9:30 into the mouth of the 
pass. and we could see the little toy ho- 
tels of Arosa away down among the fir 
woods thousands of feet beneath us. 


THE SKI A SHOE OR A SLED, AT YOU 
PLEASURE. 
Again we had a half mile or so, skim- 
ming along with our poles dragging behind 
us. It seemed to me that the difficulty 
of our journey was over, and that we had 
only to stand on our ‘‘ski’’ and let them 
carry us to our destination. But the 
most awkward place was yet in front. 
The slope grew steeper and steeper until 
it suddenly fell away into what was little 
short of being sheer precipice. But still 
that little when there is soft snow upon it 
is all that is needed to bring out another 
possibility of these wonderful slips of 
wood. The brothers Branger agreed that 
the place was too difficult to attempt with 
the “ski’’- upon our feet. To me it seemed 
as if a parachute was the only instrument 
for which we had any use, but I did as I 
saw -my.companiens do. They undid their 
kli.“ lashed the straps together, and 
turned them into a rather clumsy tobog- 
gan. Sitting on these with eur heels dug 
into the snow, and our sticks pressed 
hard down behind us, we began to move 
down the precipitous face of the pass. 
think that both my comrades came to 
grief over it. I know they were as white 
as Lot’s wife at the bottom. But my own 
troubles were so pressing that I had no 
time to think of them. I tried to keep the 
pace within moderate bounds by pressing 
on the stick, which had the effect of turn- 
ing the sledge sideways so that one 
skidded down the slope. Then I dug my 


heels hard in, which ‘shot me off back- 


wards, and in an instant my two skis, 
tied together, flew away like an arrow 
from a how, whizz past the two Brang- 
ers, and vanished over the next slope, 
leaving their owner sputtering in the 
deep snow. 
OVER SNOW DRIFTS THIRTY FEET 
DEEP. 
It might have b an awkward acci- 
dem in the up eld where the drifts 
are twenty or thiréy teet deep. But the 
steepness of the place was an advantage 
now, fer the snow could not accumulate 
to any great extent ppon it. I made my 


way down in my own fashion. My tailor 


tells me that Harri tweed cannot wear 
out. He will find samples of his wares 
on view from the Furka Pass to Arosa, 
and for the remainder of the day I was 
happiest when nearest the wall. 
However, save that one of the Brangers 
sprained hfs ankle -badly in the descent, 
all went well with us, and we entered 
Arosa at 11:30, having taken exactly seven 
hours over our. journey. The residents at 
Arosa who knew that we were coming 
had calculated that we could not possibly 
be there before 1 o’clock, and turned out 
to see us descend the steep pass just about 
the time when we were finishing a com- 
fortable luncheon at the Sechof. I would 
not grudge them any innocent amusement, 
but still I was just as glad that my own 
little performance was over before they 
assembled with their opera-glasses.

THE MAYOR’S VETO. 


As noted elsewhere in The Times, 
Mayor Rowan ay vetoed the or- 
dinance for the ance of bonds 
for park, school and other pur- 
poses. The Mayor's objections to 
the proposed bond issue are stated 
clearly and briefly. As to the 
school bonds, he does not consider 
the’ amount specified, $185,000 as suf- 
ficierit to meet the demand for in- 
creased educational facilities. The or- 
dinance, moreover, does not specifically 
state in what manner the money is to 
be expended. Such specific statement 
the Mayor rightly regards as due to 
the taxpayers of the city before thoy 
can be expected to authorize the loan. 

As regards the proposed tunnel 
through the hill at Third street, Mayor 
Rowan believes that “the expense of 
that improvement, if it can be so 
called, should be borne by the district 
to be particularly benefited. He po‘nts 
out, further, that though the large sum 
of $141,600 is asked for to defray the 
cost of constructing the tunnel, no pro- 
vision is made for the payment of 
damages to property-owners whose 
property might be damaged by the 
work. He is also of opinion that 


the question might be disposed of at 


ͤ—— — 


any ordinary city election, thus avoid- 
ing the extra expense of a special 
election. 

It is extremely doubtful if the pro- 

posed loan would have been authorized 
by the people, had the matter been 
submitted to vote, as proposed in the 
ordinance yetoed. The absence of spe- 
cific information as to how the money 
was to be expended was, as the Mayor 
points out, a serious objegtion. It is 
the moral, if not the legal, duty of 
the Council, in submitting a proposi- 
tion of this kind, to furnish accurate 
and specific information as to the man- 
ner in which the money borrowed is 
to be expended. 
The Third-street tunnel scheme is 
obviously impracticable at this time, 
when money for the enlargement of 
school facilities, and for other purpo- 
ses, is so imperatively needed. 

There is also a nebulous uncertainty 
as to how the money asked for the im- 
provement of Elysian Park is to be ex- 
pended. The ordinance throws little 
er no light on this uncertainty. The 
sum of $100,000 might easily be thrown 
away on this park without affording 
any adequate return. The people are 
entitled to know just what ft is pro- 
posed to do in this work, and it is 
the plain duty of the Council to fur- 
nish the required information. 
The taxpayers of the city are to be 
‘congratulated on the firmness of Mayor 
Rowan in placing his official disap- 
proval upon this proposition, in its 
present form. The Council must fur- 
nish a bill of particulars if it expects 
a scheme of this kind to receive the 

tion of the people. 

It is not possible, at this late day, 
for the Council to pass the bond or- 
dinance over the Mayor's veto in time 
to submit the question to the voters at 
the time named in the instrument.

THE MILWAUKEE SCHEME. 


As briefly outlined in recent dis 
patches, “organized labor’ has en- 
teered upon a new scheme of organi!za- 
tion in Milwaukee. So far as can be 
gathered from the meager accounts of 


the plan, it is proposed to widen the 


scope of the labor unions by taking 
in the entire population of the city. 
“Ward nnions” are to be organized, to 
include not only all classes of wage 
earners, but merchants, professional 
men, capitalists, etc. The idea appears 
to be that such an organization would 
be invincible, and would be able to 
eweep everything before it, to the su- 
periative. credit and glory of “organ- 
ized labor.” | 

Upon a superficial examination, the 
Milwaukee scheme appears to be 
Utopian, not to say ridiculous. It is 
like an inverted pyramid—a _ bulky 
superstructure resting upon a wholly 
inadeguate foundation. Oil and water 
will not mix, and there is but little 
probability that the proposed organiza- 


tion can be accomplished, and if it 


‘would be, the résult would be to wipe 
out trade unionism in Milwaukee. The 
organizers would speedily discover 
that they had bitten off a much 
larger mouthful than they could masti- 


= cate. In their zeal to swell their mem- 
Sw wership by taking in all sorts of peo- 


ple, they would acquire persons and 
Glasses who would not coalesce, nor 


whipped into line after the manner of 
the average member of a union. 

One of the fatal mistakes of vo- 
called “organized labor” is the as 
sumption that it is “the people.” This 
false assumption is the basis of a large 
proportion of its disastrous mistakes. 
If the Milwaukee plan of organization 
could be carried into effect, it would 
very quickly reveal to organized labor 
the pitiful insignificance of its minor- 
ity, as compared to the sum total of 
citizenship, and even to the sum total 
of independent wage-earners. Give 
the community at large an opportunity 
to voice its sentiments and exert its 
influence in the councils of organized 
labor, and the seal of condemnation 
would promptly be placed upon the 
ultga and mischievous schemes which 
under present conditions originate in 
secret councils, and are promulgated to 
the world by a few hare-brained ex- 
tremists as the flat of “labor.” — 

The great body of the people believe 
in the supremacy of law, the stability 
of our institutions, the abstract just c> 
which underlies our social customs and 
traditions, and the indefeasible right 
of every man, whether “organized” or 
unorganized, to labor upon terms to 
be made between himself and his em- 
ployer alone, so long as neither of 
them violate the law. This vast ma- 
jority, if afforded an opportunity, 
would promptly vote down the ultra 
vagaries and the demagogic schemes 
of the narrow and selfish agitators 
who lead labor only to its undoing. 
These blind leaders of the blind would 
seek in vain for an indorsement of 
their views and plans should they ap- 
peal to the real people of Milwaukee, 
or of any other intelligent American 
community. 

The practical realization of the Mil- 
waukee scheme of organization would 
sound the death-knell of the walking 
delegate in that community. 


NEWSPAPER VS. MAGAZINE. 


The Southern Magazine, published 
at Louisville, Ky., has succumbed to 
the pressure of hard times and insuf- 
ficient patronage. In announcing its 
suspension, the publishers say they 
have spent many years of unremitting 
labor and thousands of dollars in the 
effort to establish a high-class literary 
periodical in the South, but are forced 
at last to give up the attempt.

“More Mort!”—A Plain Proposition. 


itor of The Times:) A short time since 
the city was startled by an accident 
which occurred near the Plaza, where a 
large portion of a new brick building, 
then in course of construction, fell into 
the street, apparently without cause, se- 
riously injuring some of the workmen 
engaged ereon. As the building was 
but one story in height, the walls were 
not likely to be built greatly away from 
the center of gravity, nor could there 
have been any very great crushing weight 
in the structure, so it was a question 
of doubt as to what had caused the ac- 
cident, but a careful examination of the 
materials used, which has been made, 
has revealed the cause. An analysis of 
the mortar used in that building, made 
by a well-known firm of analytical chem- 
ists, shows that the percentage of cal- 
ctum oxide (pure lime) therein is but 
4.62, or less than one part of pure lime 
to nineteen of sand, and, while there is 
no city ordinance or regulation of the 
building department which prescribes the 
proportion of lime that must be used in 
mixing mortar, good and reliable builders 
say that mortar for brick work, to be 
good, should be composed of at least 
one part of lime to seven of sand, a wide 
difference from the proportion used in 
this case. 

While it is not intended to criticise the 
acts of any present city official, I wish 
to call the attention of the public to 
the argument which this case makes in 
favor of that portion of the proposed 
charter amendments relating to the build- 
ing department of the city government. 
It is proposed to have a building com- 
mission, consisting of three members, of 
which at least two shall be competent 
architects, which shall have charge of 
the regulation of all matters pertaining 
to buildings, and such a body would have 
to prescribe rules ‘to regulate all such 
matters as the proper mixing of mortar, 
and not only that, but would take 
care to see, through the building in- 
spector, that these regulations were com- 
plied with, and there would be no more 
cases of this character, where life and 
limb are jeopardized and property-owners 
are deceived in the construction of build- 
ings by unscrupulous contractors, In the 
meantime, the Council can do nothing 
better than to enact an ordinance, pre- 
scribing that all mortar for brick walls

They performed their work 
in part, but the expense they incurred was 
left upon their own shoulders, which ma- 
terlally dampened their ardor and en- 
thusiasm, and the “improvement” associa- 
tion was declared a failure. 

Rosedale will be the exception if it 
works to the satisfaction of its peuple. 
/In the meantime annexation is being agi- 
tated, and a meeting will soon be called 
to test the sentiment of the people of 
West Los Angeles. 

There is, again, a lively demand for 
the opening of Thirty-second street, be- 
tween Key West and Hoover. Those who 
were the cause of the failure of the en- 
terprise before, acknowledged their mis- 
take, and the matter is likely to be opened 
again at any time. The sentiment now 
prevails to do it privately, paying the ex- 
pense by voluntary subscriptions from 
those interested. It is now believed that 
the matter can be amicably adjusted, and 
at less cost than was before required. 
People living on Thirty-second street now 
realize that their property would be 
greatly enhanced in value by the open- 
ing of the street, and many others on both

sides of are becoming in- 
terested. 

A few days ago it was rted that a 
new Baptist church was to located on 


the corner of Kingsley and Thirtieth 
streets, a contract for the lot having been 
obtained from the University people by 
Rev. W. W. Tinker.

To be sure th stage at the Los An- 
geles is contracted for the proper display 
of a great spectacle, like Aladdin, Jr.,“ 
but, notwithstanding the cramped con- 
ditions the stage pictures of the week 
have been little short of magnificent and

Of course, one does not expect much 
coherency in an extravaganza, nor much 
fooling, except of a low comedy sort, 
“Aladdin, Jr.,“ is replete with rather 
vapid jests and witticisms and throws 
dignity to the winds, but the balder the 
jokes and the more extravagant and tom- 
foolery the goings om the louder has 
been the applause at each performance. 
The splendid scenery full of real artistic 
beauty and the great work of the stage 
manager and ballet master seemed to fall 
short of app tion. However, it has 
been a great week at the Los Angeles 
and everybody has had the worth of their 
money even though seats were put at top 
prices.
